In order to 
be convinced of the juftice of this laft 
aflbrtion, wfe have only to ccfnfider, vflkzi 
a horrid evil war is, when its naturally 
dteadful opierations are not reftrained^ 
and, aS it were, refined and humanized^ 
by being moulded into a complicated 
and moft extenilve Science. In its rud^ 
and unimproved ftate it reduces mfen 
below the level of beafts ; and the rea- 
fon which they are endued with, and 
\vhich is fuppofed to conftitute their 
great fuperiority over the brute creation, 
ferves only to make them more fenfible 
of its miferable effedts, and to make 
them appear themfelves in a more de-

teftable and barbarous light. By read- 
ing the militai-y hillory of all nations 
previous to their cultivation of the art 

of 
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of ttriir> and the civilization of their ia* 
liabitants by means of the introdu^oa 
of the Aits and Sciences amongft thenii 
we may be ftdly fatisfied of fhefe truths* 
As mankind becomes more enlightened^ 
do cruelties and inhuman excefles of all 
ibrts dimini0i ; and, in proportion as we 
approach nearer to perfeiStion in the 
idence of arms, will battles, and per* 
haps even wars, beccmie more rare. 
Surely then, the endeavouring to ex- 
tend military improvements is a purfuit 
"worthy the attention of every friend to 
fociety. 

The expeditions, attacks, defences, 
and retreats of fmall detachments are 
particularly inftru6tive for officers in 
inferior ftations, and as well deferve to 
be handed down to pofterity, as the 
movements of a more extenfive nature. 
Ill general, however, they are only 
known to the particular regiments or 
3 corps 
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corps who are employed in the execo^* 
tion of them, and at laft they are buried 
in oblivion, together with the names of 
thofe who perhaps merit lafting repu- 
tation for their able condu(^. I ihall^ 
therefore, be much obliged to all Offi*- 
cers who will be fo good as to favour me 
with fcrupuloufly exadl and well 
founded accounts of any fuch operas 
tions^ at which they themfelves were 
prefent, or with, which they have had 
opportunities ' of becoming accurately 
acquainted ; and I fhalL make ufe of 
their information in a manner that will 
refled credit on them, at the fame timet 
that it affords inftrudlion to my readers* 

The Journal of the Ruffian army 
may perhaps appear too tedious and ex*- 
tenfive, and feem filled with too many 
minute details ; but they are neceffary^ 
in order to give an exa6t idea of the 
army of a particular country, and of 
5 its 
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its mediod of making war ; moieover^ 
it often happois, that what appears at 
firft iight a trivial drcumftance, may, 
from its immediate influence on the 
general combination, be of confequence 
to the ftudier of hiftory. It is impof* 
iible to weed a journal of that flatne& 
which is naturally connected with it. 

A ftri£t attention to veradty, and an 
invariable impartiality, being duties 
from which a hiftorian ihould never 
deviate, I fhall be often obliged to fay, 
that particular regiments or corps gave 
way, or did not perform fb much as 
was expedited from them. As it is 
impoflible that I Ihould wifh to injure 
the reputation of any individual, much 
lefs that of whole corps, it would be 
Tinjuft in any Officer to attribute the 
remarks of this fort, that I may be 
obliged to make, to malicious inten- 
tions. It often happens that fome par-

'TpHE Ruffians, under the orders'of 
"*• Field Marftial Apraxin, obtained, 
at Grofs laegerndorf in Pruffia, in the. 
year 1757, ^ complete vidtbry over a 
Pruffian corps, commanded by Field 
Marfhal Lehwald : but, inftead of pur- 
filing their advantage, they retired with 

B the 
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the utmoft precipitation about forty 
German miles, and went into winter 
quarters in Courland, Livonia, and Po- 
land, leaving in the kingdom of Pruf- 
fia nothing but a corps of ten or twelve 
thoufand men, which remained near 
Memel, the only fortified town in their 
pofleflion. As the advanced feafon of 
the year made th^ir return very impro^ 
bable, the whole of Marfhal Lehwald's 
corps, excepting two garrifon * batta- 
lions, and fifty Huflars, was dire6led to 
niarch into Pomerania, in order to check 
the progrefs of the Swedes. The re- 
treat of the Ruffian army was at that 
time too puzzling a riddle to be guefled, 
as indeed were many other events of

that war, of which fome have (irice 
been unveiled, others remain ftill in 
obfcurity* 

The Saxon . Lieutenant General Si- 
bUfky, who was confpicuotis, in the 
year 1745, for bravery and military 
knowledge, and who had the commaiid 
of all the Ruffian light troops during 
the campaign of 1757, advifed Field 
Marfhal Apraxih in the ftrongeft man- 
ner againft this retreat ; but, finding 
that his advice had no efFedt, he left 
the army in difguft, and went to War- 
fiiw, from whence he wrote to the 
Emprefs of Ruffia, in order to juftify 
hlmfelf, and to give her Majefty an 
exaft account of the whole aflfair. — I 
fhall here infert his letter^' word for 
word, as it is of importance, and per-*

" Moft noble and puiflant Emprefs ! 
^* By intrufting me with the com- 
^' mand of a corps of troops belonging 
" to the army that was employed in the 
^*' kingdom of Pruffia, Your Majefty 
** gave me fo particular and fo valuable 
*^ a token of your royal favour, that it 
*^ is impoffible for any words to exprefs 
" the feelings of unbounded gratitude 
^^ which fill my heart. Such favours,

^ In a cprrefpondence whicli took plaoe immediately 
after the battle of Grofs Ispgcrndorf, between Field 
Marfhals Apraxin and Lehwald, the latter made heavy 
complaints of thefe depredations* Marflial Apraxia 
endeavoured to throw'the blame on the inhabitants, by 
alleging, that they had taken up arms, and committed 
hoftilities on his troops; but this was denied by the 
former. However that may have been, it is certain, 
that many RiriCan officers and foldiers, particularly 
•Col&cks, were taken prifoners, and many killed by the 
inhabitants of the new Marche of Brandenburg, more 
efpecially during the battle of Zornfdorf, which of 
coarfe greatly encreafed die animofity, and was the oc- 
cafion of many innocent perfons fuffering. I cannot 
determine whether the inhabitants were tlie aggreilbrs, 
or whether their condirft was the confequence of defpe- 
xation, occafioncd by the ill treatment which they bad 
xcccivtd*— -^arfi^r.

The Enaprefs of Ruffia was extreme* 
ly. diipleaCod at the retreat of h^ army 
out of Pmifia, and, in confequence, 
gave coders for a ftri6t enquiry into 
Marftial ApraKin's conduiSt, direfting at 

the 
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the fame time, that General Sibilfky*s 
letter ihould be laid before him* Her 
Majefty alfo caufed a manifefto to be 
delivered to the Imperial, French, and 
Polifli Ambaffadors, containing expref- 
fions of her high difpleafure at what 
had happened, arid affurances that the 
war Ihould be profecuted with vigor on 
Her part. — During this Winter the 
Court of Peterfburg plainly fhewed, 
that it was determined to fupport its 
allies moft ftrenuoufly, and to carry on 
the war againft the King of Pruffia with 
as much adtivity as poffible. 



The command of the army was tranf- 
f erred from Marfhal Apraxin to General 
Fermer ; and the former was cited be- 
fore a Court of Enquiry at Narva. He 
juftified himfelf by producing orders 
which he had received from the Chan- 
cellor, Beftuchef.-^The Generals Fer- 
mer and Braun were alfo directed to de- 
liver 
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liver up the orders which they had re« 
ceived from the Chancellory to the end 
that they might he infpedted by General 
Schuwalow. The difgrace of Beftu- 
chef ^ was the immediate confequence ; 

• Mr. Bufching, in the fccond volume, page 417, 
and 432, of his Magazine, fays, that the Chancellor 
Beftuchef thought the death of the Emprefs was near 
at hand, and ordered the vi£torious 4rmy to retreat out 
of Prullia, meaning to employ it againft the Arch-Duke. 

Thofe who have made themfelves acquainted with 
civil and military hiflory, are not furprifed at fuch 
occurrences as thefe, which are incident almoft to all 
armies. The Commands ofa monarch are often neg- 
lefted, his views fruflrated, his interefts facriiiced, and 
the welfare of his armies fported with^ owing to the 
operation of private hatred and envy, or from motives 
as little admiflable when compared with the publick 
good. — Any perfon who wiflies to jiavQ ftriking exem- 
plary proofs of this need only read the account of the 
war in Hungary, particularly of the Campaigns in the 
years 17379 39» and 39, which' was publiflied.in the 
year 1772, under the title of, Gebeime Nachrichten von 
dent Kriege in Ungarn^ in den Feldzugen I737» 38, and 
39, — After peruiiQg this, my readers will not perhaps be 
to much furprifed at feveral events and expeditions that 
they may read of in my work, the caufes of which it 
would be unadvifable, if not impoffiblei to difclofe^ -

General Ferroer received the moft 
pofitive orders to advance with the army, 
and to regain pofleffion of the Kingdom 
of Pruiffia. The Pruffian^ were imme- 
diately informed of this ; and the two 
battalions of the Garrifon regiment of 
Putkammer, under the Lieutenant Co- 
lonels Unruh and Wutenati, the firft of 
whom conmianded at Konig£berg, the 
latter at Pillaw, retired into Pomerania, 
and took with them feven carriages 
loaded with money, and the greateit 
part of the ftores and artillery that were " 
in the magazines.

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Oa the 1 6th of January, the Ruffian 
army marched from Memel, thirty 
thoufand ilroHg^ and on the fame day 
Lieutenant General Refanow was or-- 
dered to take poiTeffioa of the ifland 
Rufs** Lieutenant General Romanzow, 
with »iother detachment, was ordered 
taiejEze on Tilfit ; hut he failed in his 
attempt to cut off the garrifon, as they 
had retired in time. 



The army marched in five columns, 
under the Lieutenant Generals, Soltikow^ 
Refanow, Romanzow, and the Major 
GeneralSy Prince Lubomirfky, Pan in,. 
Leontiew, and alTembled on the 19th 
at Rautenburg, which was the general 
rendezvous. — From thence they moved 
to Labian, where the advanced corps, 
under the command of Quarter Mafter.

* This Is a Pulk of Coflacks, who are armed like 
the reft, but they are on the fame eftablifhiiient as the 
HuflarSy and receive regular pay. — They are cloathed in 
ledy and the officers have commiilions and rank like the 
other officqs of the arttiy. This Pulk viras not only 
very brave, but alfo particularly well difciplined. It 
would be doing them an unpardonable injuftice to com- 
pare thedi in the leaft to the other Coflacks, who do 
not deferve to be honoured with tht name of Soldiefs, 
being without either pay or difcipline.

and Tartars, they are perhaps a^ indifpenfable evil; 
but in wars with all other European nations, they may 
certainly be faid to be more hurtful than ulefiil to an 
army. They are only bold when they meet with xio 
danger or oppoiition ; they deprive their own army of 
fubfiflence, by laying wafte the whole adjacent coruntry; 
and by their cruelties .and depredations they reduce the 
inhabitants to a ftate of defperation, who confeqnently^ 
oat of revenge, do e^ery mifchief they can to the troops, 
both fecretly and openly. 

There are many different colonies of Coflacks, but 
the largeft, and moft known are, the Don CoiTacks^ the 
Zaporog, or Zaporovian Coflacks, and the Ukrain Cof- 
facks. The Don Coflacks are fuperior to the reft« 
General Mannftcin fpeaks in high terms of the bravery 
which thefe latter difplayed on many occaiions, and 
particularly at the taking of Oczakow, when they fought 
on foot^ and ftormed with much intrepidity* However^ 
they were never held in any efteem in tlie campaigns 
between the Rufiians and Prufliansy fo that perhaps one 
may now apply to diem what General Mannilein« who 
gives an account of the principal colonies of thefe peo« 
pie, lays of the Ukrain Coflacks — ^^ They ferved in the 
•* Rufiian army againft the Turks, but they were of no 
*^ other ufe than to encreafe the numbers ; and one may 
•< on good grounds conclude, that their former bravery 
** is totally cxtinguilhed." — In their laft campaigns al-

The council of regency of Konigi^ 
berg fent deputies to the Commander 
in Chief at Kaymen, to implore the 
pifbtteiaion of the Emprefs of Ruffia, 
and to requeft that they might be al- 

mofb the only duty that they did was the efcortiii^ 
provifion waggons. 

Every Coilack carries a pike, a fword, and one or a 
biace of ptftols, in a girdle, or hanging by his fide* 
Some haiEe alfo a rifle gun. They ride well, manage 
their pikes dextrottily, and are remarkable for their £^ 
delity : but they plunder all the inhabitants Who are not 
their declared freinds, and treat tliem with inhudiam^. 

The regular Ruffian troops yield to none in Europe 
III point of exa£t difcipline, and perhaps furpafs^in this- 
rtfyt&j mofl aritlies* The Ruffian grenadiers, who, in 
cMJunftioff with the Auftrians, under the command of 
General Laudon; took Schweidnitz by a coup de msdn^* 
lemasned on the walls under arms, and not a man 
ittoved 6ut of his rank, or attempted' to run into the* 
houfes to plunder. Cyrus-s foldiers are faid to hav^ 
done the fame at the taking of the city of Sardis ; but I* 
doubt whether many fuch examples are to be met with 
in hiftory.

Vails amonft them, that it is almoit impoffible to di« 
ftinguiih one from the other. Their faces are flat, and 
alntoft fquare; their eyes, like thofe of the Chinefe, 
very fmall and funk deep in their heads •, their nofes 
broad and flat : their mouths and eats particularly large ; 
and their ears ftaiid off froiil their heads. 

They carry bows and arrows, with which they fboot 
remarkably far and true, but in wet windy weather, 
the fliot is not fo much to be feared.

Part of thefe troops 
followed General Platen into Farther 
Pomerania, as a reinforcement to his 
corps ; the reft remained in csnton-^ 
ments till the i8th; on which day 
Count Dohna raifed the blockade of 
Stralfund, drew his troops together, and 
on the a 9th encamped at Treuen near 
Loitz. The King of Pruffia did not 
think it advifabl^ to make this army 
advance again into Pruffia, well know^* 
ing, that^ by attempting to cover too 
great an extent of country, yott in ge- 
neral weaken your line^of defence, and 
thus leave the whole open. For the 
fame reafoq, at the breaking out of the 
war, he had ^evacuated Wefel, and all 
his Weftphalian territoi^r. By this 
means he procured the great adyaptage

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of being able to keep the different ar« 
mies and corps, into which he was 
obliged to divide his troops, fufficiently 
together to fupport each other, which 
enabled him to make head againft the 
fuperior armies of his enemies, and 
whilfi he kept one of thefe in check 
by clever movements, or well choiea 
poiitions, to fall upon another before 
they were aware of it, with an equals 
if not a fuperior force» Thefe are ad« 
vantages which the Prufiian army is 
well calculated to feize and make ufe 
of. The King is the main fpring, which 
gives motion to the whole. In any 
fudden change of circumftances, no 
time is loft in long deliberations, or 
tedious applications to fuperior autho* 
rity, nor is there any danger of the 
(enemy's becoming acquainted with the 
plan of operations.'— Every thing ori* 
ginates with the King — he is on the 
fpot*'—- l^is decilions are quick ; and

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Qone are intruftecl bat tbo& in whom 
he can perfe^ly coniide* The di^rsiH 
Pruffian corps* therelbre, may be eonfin

Th^re was another advantage attend- 
ing the evacuating the kingdom of 
Pnjiffia, which amply aHint^rb^lanped 
the harm .that the Rqffiam did 69 thf 
country, by levying contributions of 
money and provifions. The ftirtbe*" 
from home and from their fea*poits 
that they were obliged to cafry pa th« 
war, the ; more expenfive and more 
difficult did it of courfe becorrjie* If 
they could have taken pofleflion of 
Dantzig, and made uCe of its hacbowv 
their advance into the country wotsid 
certainly have been mwe to be di^ead^d. 
3uit the Pruflians ufltdoubtedly knew

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bf this time what they had to expeiSfc 
from the city of D<uitzig, and the Court 
of Warfaw. The Ruffians could not 
rftabli(h themfelves further forwaifd 
in Pomerania or Brandenburgi on ao 
count of the fortreffes^ Colbergy Stettin, 
gnd Ciiftrin ; and, at moft, they could 
only pqSkik themielves of a^ tra6^ along 
the frontiers of Poland, in which indeed 
it was impoflible to take their wint^ 
quarters ; nor could they maintaia it for 
iMiy time ; firft, becaufe they were not 
in pofleiEoa of any fortified towns ^ and 
fecondly, becaitfc they were obliged to 
have their magazines fi> far in their 
jrear.—Moreover, the kingdom of Prufiia 
did jiot fufier near fo much^ in confe-

that a party of 60 Cofiacks had (hewn 
themfelves in thofe environs. He' de- 
termined to find them if poffible ; but 
General Demikow, who had difcovered 
him, detached Brigadier Krafnotfcho- 
kow and Colonel Datfchein, with 500 
Coflacks, to cut him off; and at the 
fame time ordered Brigadier Stojanow, 
together with Colonel Szoricz, Lieute- 
nant 
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nant Colonel Tockeliy and Major Fol« 
kern, to march \7ith a body of troops 
to fupport this detachment. Captain. 
Zettmar was furrounded by them in a 
wood, and attacked on all lides. He 
cut his way through three different 
times, and was purfued to Neu-Stettin, 
where he received a reinforcement; 
and the RuiGans, in confequence, re* 
tired in good order. The Pruffians had 
about 20 men killed, and a cornet and 
31 men taken prifoners. The Ruffians 
had about 30 men killed and wounded. 
The town of Ratzebur and the adjacent 
villages were entirely plundered, many 
people killed, and others, particularly 
women, very ill treated by the Ruffians, 
who carried off into Poland fome thou- 
fand head of cattle, and as many (heep.

On the 8th of July General Roman- 
zow reported, that Captain Schoelting^ 
who had been fent out upon party, had 
carried off a Pruflian out-pofl, cx)niift« 
ing of a Lieutenant and 30 men« On 
the fame day 314 carriages arrived, 
with groats, £our^ and bifcuit, from 
Pmflia ; and the Auilrian Major Mar^ 
liani brought an account of the advan- 
tages which the Auftrians had gained 
in Moravia, and of the railing of the 
iiege of Ollmutz by the Pruflians. 

On the 9th a detachment of 450 
cavalry was fent to General Braun, with 
orders for hitn to join the main army 
with the corps of obfervation as foon 
as poffible.

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. On the t oth of Jtdy, General X3dni* 
kow appeared before Driefen, with lui 
light troops and fome cannon. He 
fummoneU the fort tp furrender ; but 
the commanding officer and Colonel 
Hordt declared, that they were rcfolved 
to defend it to the laft. General Demi- 
kow difmounted bis dragoons, and at* 
tacked the works, keeping up a very 
hrilk fire from the artillery * and fmadl 
arms. He continued this titl the next 
morning, when he retired, finding that 
the pl^ce was too well defended to ho 
carried without infantry and heavy ar- 
tillery. The Coflacks fet fire to the 
fuburbs, and plundered the environs. 
There were not a great number of 
killed and wounded on either fide f.

.Orders were fait to General Braun, 
who was advancing from Pru^a with 
the Corps of Ofoiervation, to haften his 
march as much as poffible.

ceiiity, -into a hole dug in the eartli, with a cloth fpread 
in it : they ttien make it into a dough \^ith water, whicH 
they divide into fmall ldave$» or rather cakes; Having 
done this^ they dig a hole in the face of a hill, or in a 
ridge, in the form of i half globcj with a vent at tdp ; 
in this they make a; large fire, and when it is thoroughly 
heated, after having laken out the afhes, they put in < 
the cake$, and let them remain until they are half 
baked : they cannot b&ke them thoroughly at once, and 
when they take them out, they are always quite moift itl 
the iiifide, and not fit to eat. They next break or cut 
them into fmall piedes^ and dry them well in the fun, or^ 
which is more common, bake them a fecond time. 

This bifcuit, if one may call it fo, looks like the 
burnt morter that comes out of an oven, and it requires 
good teeth, and better gums to chew it, which latter 
indeed often bleed in the operation ; they feldom, how^ 
ever, cat it without bruifing it, and making it into a 
porridge^ with boiling ,water, fait, and a fpoonful of 
flower. If they are Ihort of bifcuit, and have not time 
to bake, they make this porridge with the raw flower. 
Our foldier^, who are ufed to better living, would not 
reli(h this fort of food ; the Ruffian is not only content

detach a party of light troops to the

rp» H E King of Pruffia had marched, 
with the army which had been 
employed in the liege of Ollmutz, by* 
the route of Konigfgratz, and arrived 
in the neighbourhood of Landlhut oa 
the I oth of Auguft. At this time the 
Bttflians under General Fermer had 

c crolled 
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croffed the Warta at Landsberg, and 
were moving towards Cuftrin. This 
determined the King immediately to 
ftrengthen Count Dohna's army, in 
order that he might be able to check 
the Ruffians. ' He did fo, and after- 
wards refolved to march in perfon with 
a confiderable additional reinforcement,

which conlifted of the infantry regi- 
ments, of the Prince of Pruflia, Afle-

burgh, and Forcade ; the grenadier 
battalions of Rohr, Kremzow, and 
Wedel ; the dragoon regiments of 
Czetteritz, and Normann ; the hulTars 
of Ziiethen ; and four Cuiraffier regi- 
ments, viz. the Gardes du corps. Gens 
d'armes, Carabineers, and the regiment 
of Scydiltz* 

The King began his march with this

of PruiBa would attempt to force a pailage over fuch 
a river as the Oder, in fight of a numerous enemy, fiir* 
nifhed with artillery and every requiiite to oppofe him. 
This is a very defperate undertaking in any fituatioa» 
and may be called wholly infiprafticable, where the 
ground does not afford the moft decided advant^es, and 
where there is not a very great fupcriority of troops 
and artillery. In the next place, we are at a lofs to con- 
ceive how he could conclude, that the King meant to 
a£t merely on the defeniive, and to wait with his army 
in the Marche, to defend the pallage of the Oder. He 
muft have known, that the event of the fiege of Oil- 
mutz had enabled the Auftrians to aft on the offenflve, 
and that the King would have occaiion to employ the 
greateft part of his force in oppofition to them ; confc- 
quently, that things muft be brought to an iffue, and 
that the iituation of affairs did not admit of his making 
a long ftay in the Marche. We think that General 
Fermer muft have fcen, that the King of Pruffia was in 
one of thofe difficulties from which nothing but the 
fortunate iftue of a battle could extricate him. Such 
was his iituation previous to the battle of Rofbach ; 
ftruggling under a load of enemies, and forced to exert 
bimfelf in one vigorous effort to (hake off fome of 
them, that he might be at liberty to contend with the

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OUmutz* had enabled the Auftrian army 
to change their operations from the 
defenfive to the oflFenfive ; but if this 
had not been the cafe, he might have 
obliged the Ruffians to retire without 
riflcing a battle, merely by preventing 
them from croffing the Oder, and 
making any farther progrefs into the 
country. The following reafbns will 
be fufficient proofs of thi« alTertion. 
TTie Ruflian army, owing to its aftonifti- 
ing quantity of baggage and attendants^ 
confumes far more provilions than one 
which is twice as ilrong in fighting 



* The Pruflians had begun this campaign in Mo- 
ravia hj the iiege of Ollmutz. The meafure itfelf has 
been much condemned by many. On this we do not 
pretend to determine ; but the execution of it, under 
Colonel Balby of the engineers* is univerfally allowed . 
(O have been a miferable performance. Marfhal Daun 
had been endeavouring for fome time to force the King 
to raife the fiege, when he was at length obliged to do 
it, owing to the lofs of a convoy of 4000 waggons^ 
containing provifions and ftores of all forts, which the 
prefent Marfhal Laudon attacked with fuccefs on its

L 4 men: 
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men: they had no fortified town in 
Brandenburg and Pomerania; confc- 
quently they could not eftablifti proper 
magazines in thofe countries^ but 
were obliged to be fupplied with ftoresi 
and provifions from the magazines 
in Poland and Pruflia : the gr^at dif-^ 
tance, the badnefs of the roads in the 
Polifli territory, and the frequent want 
of horfes and carriages^ rendered the 
march of thefe convoys very difficult,, 
and fometimes impoffible. Moreover^ 
thofe undifciplined light troops, of 
which they bad a great quantity, ate 
up or deftroyed every thing in front of 
the army, ravaged the country, an4 
plundered the inhabitants. This is the 

reafon why they in general detach then^ 

% 

from the main army ; and indeed they 
joften do the fame with the cavalry, \n 
order that they may fubfift more eafily* 
From thence arifes the inconvenience 
^hat they are often without them when 

they 
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they want them moft* This was verified 
in two inftanpes on the prefent occafion ; 
firft, the want of light troops was the 
reafbn that the Ruiiians had no intelli- 
gence of the King's intention to crc^ 
the Oder till he had adtually done it ; 
and fecondly, the abfence of part of 
their cavalry had, no doubt, a gre^t 
pfk&^ on the iffue of the ba^le *t 

In the evening, after the retreat gun 
had fired, the King marched with all 
the infantry and huflars in . two columns

f Tv7o circumftances mei^doned here are certainly 
very extraordinary ; the one, that General Fermer did 
|iot draw his cavalry and as many of his light troops, as 
be thought neceflary, to him, npon finding that there 
was a probability of a battle ; the other, that he did not 
keep a better look- put on the Oder, and watch thcf 
l^ing^s motions more narrqwly ; he had Coflacks and

its march, and the whole arrived oppo- 
fite to Gieftebufe on the 23d. No Rui?- 
iians appeared, either in that village, or 
on the heights behind it. As General 
Canitz came up with the pontoons at the 
fame time that the army arrived, they 
began to conihtidt the bridge at a 
quarter of an hour paft eight o'clock : 
the work lafted three hours ; and dur- 
ing this time the advanced corps, and 
the huifar regiment of Ziethen, croi9[ed 
the river in boats and different veflels, 
which the peafants had kept concealed 
from the enemy, and which they had 
got together with all poffible expedi- 
tion on this occafion ; and they formed 
on the heights behind Gieftebufe. At 
twelve o'clock the regiments Ruefch and 
Malachowfki began to file off; next 
followed the infantry and train of ar-. 
tillery ; and, laftly, the heavy cavalry 
and dragoons, who had marched from 
the camp at Manchenow at three o'clock 
2 in 



\, 
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in the mornings and followed the army 
in two coUimns. 

When the greateft part of the army 
had pafied the river, the King marched 
with the advanced corps to Gloflbw, 
where he fixed his head quarters. The 
army followed, and encamped, with the 
right flank to Zellin, and the left to 
Cloflbw: a battalion of the regiment 
of Hordt remained in Gieftebufe to co« 
ver the bridge ; and all the baggage 
waggons were left on the other iide of 
the river. 



General Romanzow, who had arrived 
with his corps at Schwed, was entirely 
cut oflf from General Fermer by this 
rapid move of the King*s, and the Ruf- 
fians faw themfelves at once deprived 
of the greateft part of their cavalry, 
and of . a very clever enterprizing 
Officer.

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General Malachowfky, who went 
forward with the Huffars, fell in with 
a party of Coffacks, and took between 
twenty and. thirty prifoners. It was 
from this fkirmilh that General Fermer 
iiril learned that the Pruiiians had 
crofled the Oder ^« He raifed the iiege 
of Cuftrin the fame night, and fent oSt 
the heavy baggage, and park of ar-» 
tillery, under an eicort of 4000 grena- 
diers, with 4 cannon, to Klein Camin, 
where they formed a barricade of wag- 
gons, PI. 4. B. This was Juft deduct- 
ing from the eflfe^ive ftrengtU of fight- 
ing men 4000 of the beft troops. The 
army, together with the baggage of 
the General ^nd Field Oncers, which

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was not inconiiderable, advanced on 
the 24th of Auguft into the plain be- 
tween Quartfchen and Zornfdorf*, 
PL 4. C. there to wait the. enemy's 
approach. The corps of Obfervation, 
commanded by General Braun, arrived 
at two o'clock in the afternoon, and 
forined in D. PI. 4. making a fort of 
potence to the right flank of General 
Fermer's army. 

General Braun's corps was compofed 
of the following troops. ,

The 
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The King of Prttflia remained in the 
camp at ClofTow till three o'clock in 
the afternoon^ in order to reft his anpy : 
at that hour the regiments began their 
march 9 and advanced towards Darmitzel 
in two columns. The Ruffian light 
troops^ who were difperfed along the 
bank of the Mutzel ftream^ and the 
Pruffian dragoons and huflars,^ who 
flanked to the right of the march^ 
fired at each other out of carabines and 
piftols, but without any eSe6k. They 
could not clofe, as the Mutzel which 
feparated them was impaflable, owing 
to its rotten marfhy banks^ and all the ' 
bridges over it were deftroyed. Whilft 
this firing was going on, a body of 
Pruffians, furnifhed with cannon, ad- 
vanced towards the villages of Kutzdorf 
and Quartfchen, which confirmed Ge- 
neral Fermer in his opinion, that the 
King intended to attack on this fide, 
notwithftanding the nature of the fitu- 

ation 
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ation made it {o very improbable. He 
was informed by a Quarter Mafter of 
Zietben*s huflars, who was taken pri- 
foner, that this was not the advanced 
a»p$, but the covering party of the 
right wing of the Pruflian army, which 
had got in motion at two o*clock in the 
morning, and was marching towards 
Batzlow : that the advance of a body 
of troops towards Kutzdorf was a feint, 
to make the Ruffians believe that the 
King meant to direct his attack on this 
fide; but that his Majefty*s intention 
was, to crofs the Mutzel at the Dam 
Mill, to march by Batzlow, Grofs 
Camin, and Wilckerfdorf; to draw 

■ 

heavy artillery from Guftrin, and to 
attack on the iide of Zomfdorf. 



If General Fermer had given credit 
to the report of this man, which the 
event proved to be true, he. might have 
t^en a very advantageous polition with 

the 
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the left flank behind Zicher, and ttit 
light on the heights between Grofs and 
Klein Camin. The front is much in* 
terfe£ted with wood and ponds, and th^ 
deboucli^ing and forming might have 
been rendered very diflSicult to the 
Pruflians, particularly if an abbatis had 
been made along the wood, which 
could foon have been done by fo large 
an army : moreover, the King would 
have been cut off from Cuftrin ; and 
the Pruffian cavalry, which was greatly 
fuperior to the Ruilian, could not have 
acSted with advantage againft this por- 
tion, as the natiu'e of the ground would' 
have greatly impeded its movements. 
The extent of this front is about 
10,000 paces; confequently, if you 
dedu6t the neceffary intervals, it was 
not too long' for the army to be formed 
in two lines. But, if they thought that 
they had not time to march and occxxpf 
the pofition of Zicher, they might haVe 

formed,

formed, with the right flank extending 
to the rivulet and marfh, in front of 
the Quartfchen flieepfold^, having 
Zornfdorf and the little cbpfe in front 
of the right Wing, and the left flank 
appayed to the marflies at the Dar- 
mltzel Mill. In thit cafe Zornfdorf 
mail have been occupied in fbrce, and 
the little cbpfe cut down ; redouts muft 
have been thrown up on the plain 
along the front ; or^ if they had not 
time to do that^ they might have dug 
ditches ; thefe would hive been of great 
tife in impeding the adtion of the Pruf- 
iian cavalryj which was fo much more 
numerous than the Rufliah; li: is par*- 
ticularly owing tb this fuperiority on 
the fide of the Pruffians that I propofe

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fuch a nature, as hot to leave the ene« 
my'8 civalry a great deal of room to 
manoeuvre upon^ If the Rtiffians had 
taken this lad pofition^ tl^ey ihould 
have polled fome thoufand infantry 
and the greatefl part of the Cofi^cks in 
the Drewitz wood, extending from the 
right of the pofition to TamfelL This 
would have entirely cut off the Prufiians 
from Ctiftrin, prevented their being 
fupplied from thence with heavy artil- 
lery, and fecured the rear of the Ruf- 
iians againil a fally from that fortre^, 
which of courfe would have left them 
no fort of reafon to form a fquare. It 
would have been almbft impofiible fbr 
the Pruffians to have forced thefe troops 
in the tvood, till the main army was 
defeated ; and an attack, particularly on 
the Ruffian right wing, would have 
been very difficult and dangerous, be- 
caufe the Pruffians, in advancing, mull 
have given their left flank to the wood^

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and eXpofed themfelves to an attack in 
the rear. The village of Tamfell, and 
the gentleman^ houfe, which is in the 
middle of it, and encircled with a wall, 
ftioiild have been occupied by a flrong- 
body of grenadiers *, in order to facili- 
tate the Tallies of the troops from the 
Wood, and to cover their retreat in cafe 
of a repulfe f *

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All the baggage iliould have been 
fent off to Landlberg ; the 4000 gre* 
nadiers kept with the army ; and feve- 
ral bridges and paffages made oyer the 
Mutzel and the morafies near Quarti^ 
chen ; fo that^ in cafe of a defeat, the 
army might retreat towards Schwed, 
and form a jundtion with General Ro- 
mafizow's corps. 

As the Pruffian army was directing 
its march towards Batzlow, General Ferr- 
mer changed his x>oiition : he made his 
corps face about^ and advance to £. ; 



wood on the right flank, and draw the heavy artillery 
from the fortrefs. This was qot an unlikely attempt 
for the Pruilians to make, as the fuccefs of it would 
have procured them fuch evident advantages ; but the 
taking poilelTion of Tamfell would of courfe put it out 
of the quelbon, and place this flank of the poiition in 
perfe& fecurity.

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nhd General Braun's moved to its right 
towards Wilckerfdorf, F. PL 4. About 
fix o'clock ill the evening the Pruflian 
advanced corps arrived at the Dam Mill : 
the bridge over the Mutzel had been 
nearly demolKhed, but they immedi- 
ately repaired it, and the troops pafled, 
and formed on the other fide in a half 
circle, with both flanks appuyed to the 
water, N^ 2. PI. 4. The army remained 
under arms all night between Darmitzel 
and the Mill, N"" 3. The King took his 
quarters in the Miller^ houfe. Some 
bridges were thrown over juft above and 
below the principal bridge, and the ar--- 
tillery eroded during the night. 

On the a 5 th of Auguft, as foon as 
the Rufliian General perceived that the 
Pruffian army was moving behind Z'w

come the firft : the heavy artillery wap 
ix)fted with all expedition along the 
new front, and the army formed a fort 
of oblong fquare, with broken facesi, 
perhaps the only one of the kind that 
ever was feen, PL 4, G. It is evident 
that moft of the lines could be enfi*

at fmall diftances behind each other, 
and the baggage and the greateft part 
of the cavalry enclofed in the fquare^ 
fo that hardly any ball could fail of. 

After con- 
Udering thefe circumftances, one is no^ 
furprifed that the Ruifian lofs was fo 
uncommonly great. Another principal 
difadvantage of this portion was, that

derived no benefit from their fuperio- 
rity in infantry, in which they were 
twice as ftrong as the Prufiians *• If 
their idea in adopting this formation 
was to defend themfelves againft the 
fuperior Pruflian cavalry f, the event 
has proved how little it anfwered the 
propofed end.

45 ^nd 76, that the Ruffians were not fuflSicicndy prac* 
tifcd in great manoeuvres ; and propofes a formation for. 
the march, and an order of battle, by the adoption of 
which the fqu$ire might be avoided. 

In the laft war with the Turks, the Ruffiajis Ihewed 
thajt they were improved in manoeuvring ; but I have 
been told by fome officers of high rank in their army, 
that they were ftill not perfed, and that this was the 
reafon why they always either formed in a fquare, or 
chofe a pofition, where the nature of the ground com- 
pletely fecured their flanks and rear ; which indeed 
would moft probably deprive them of a poffibility of a 
retreat *. I have feen them exercife in detail ; but, as I 
never faw them manoeuvre in large bodies, I cannot be 
^ judge how far the reafon above affigned is the true 
one. Poffibly thofe officers who were my authors did 
not do the army jufticc. In the battle of Grofs Ise- 
gerndorf the Ruffians had neither time nor opportunity 
to form a fquare, and yet they did extremely well.

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fiivljil in kfdfy became t drcumfttince 
M cotifbqiieiice, as it ma^ them iUffdf 
gveat inconvenience fi-om the burning 
tillage, and the exceffiVe dull. In flioitj 
the fmoke of ^omfdorf and that aiilitig 
from the artiiliety and fmall ardis, mixed 
With clouds of duft, concealed th^ 
Pfuifian movements from the Ruffians, 
and they could not diilinguiih friend 
from foe, which was the principal cau(b 
of the fubfequent confufion* 

The Pruifian columns kept {K>itifbg 
towards the Drewitz wood^ leaving 
Zornfdorf on their right. 

The Ruffian light troops, 34 and 43, 
approached from Zicher, to harrafs the 
Pruffians on their march, but the Prur** 
lian huflars kept them oflf the columns. 

The King of Pruffia proceeded with

The reft of 
the infantry fprmed in two lines^ the 
left towards a pond, the right extending 

they would have found an advantageous pofition» and 
have been protcflJed againft the Pruffian cavalry by thi 
ponds, marfhes, and the Drewitz.wood. On the other 
band alfo, fuppofing that the King had been repulfed in 
this attack* his retreat might have been made very 
dangerous by offenfive movements of General Roman- 
zow's corps, which was in the neighbourhood o^ 
Schwed, and of the light troops near Landlberg, His 
Majefty, therefore, duly weighing every circumftance,. 
determined to make his attack^ on the Rufliaii right 
wing, ahhough it was the raoft hazardous in the exe- 
cution, and indeed fraught with many difficukies. The 
principal advantages which he forcfaw in it were thefe : 
I ft. That, in cafe every thing was executed according 
to his intention, the Ruffians would be cut otf from 
Cuftrin, and a communication with that fortrefs opened 
to the Pruffians. 2dly, If the Ruffian right wing was 
beaten, they loft at once every advantage of ground, 
and muft be entirely defeated, as the ground in f]:ont of 
their center and on their left was a perfe£t plain, and 
confcquently afforded them no proteftion againft the 
Pruffian cavalry. 3d. Should the Pruffian army be de?- 
feated, it could retreat through the Drcwiti wood, uri-

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tb tnthin 800 paces of Wilckerfdorf* 
K* 13. The dragoons of Noriiiann and 
the huflars of Ituefch occupied the 
fpace between the right of the infontry. 
and Wilckerfdorf, N" 14. The httffats 
of Zieth^n arid Malachowfky formed 
on the left fiank tilong tHe edge of the 
wbod, N* 16. And the reft of the 
cavalry drew up in two lines in the 
refar of the left wing, the Guiraffiers 
componng the Hrft line, the dragoons 
the fcicond, N* 1 5. The two wings of ca- 
valry were almoft immediately changed* 
General Seydlit^ mdved with the two 
bri^dd^s under his command from the 
right of the line of cavalry, and formed 
in 17. pi. 5* and General Schorkmnier 
moved with thofe undet* his command 
frdtn the left, and formed in 18. pi. ^. 
Whilii this was executing. General 
Mannteufel had put the advanced corps 
in motion, and had formed four bat- 
talions and 40 heavy cannon, N* i0, 
VOL.

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on a fmall height to the left of Zoraf* 
dorf, oppofite to the Ruffian right wuig. 
This hattery opeQed upon the falieot 
point of the right of the Ruiflian po-

iltion, a quarter of an houf befoie 
nine o^clock : it enfiladed their wholfe^ 
flank, and ccnfequently did great exe- 
cution. The other four battalions of thse- 
advanced corps, from want of ground; 
to advance Arait to the front, and not 
being able to pafs through Zomfdorf 
on account of the flames, were obliged 
to move round that village to the right* 
T^hey formed on the other fide of it j 
and under their - profcdlion, another 
battery of 40 heavy cannon was formed^ 
N^ 20. This was pointed in the £aaie 
diredlion as the firft ; fo that thefe two 
batteries made a crofs fire on the RuC- 
lian right wing, which lafted without 
interruption, from a quarter of an hour 
before nine o'clock, till more than half 
an hour after ten. There was a third 

battery 
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battery of 4o heavy cannon foi-med in 
front of the fight wing of the firft line^ 
Which played upon the reft of the Ruf- 
liafL front) N* ii, H. 5. This obliged 
the Coflacks, who were ftationed neaf 
\ to retire into the wood behind 
that village^ 

The Ruffians werfe equally active in 
the ctononade, and^ in order to increafe 
their fire on the right, they had brought 
tndft of the heavy artillery from their 
left to their light wing ; but as their 
infantry was uiiforttinateiy formed in a 
fquare, which enclofed (ix cavalry re- 
giments, the referve, and the baggage 
of the ftaffj &c. and as the diredHon of 
their batteries Was fuch) as to fcatter 
their fire equally along the whole ex* 
tenlive ftont Qf the Pruffians, it had 
much lefs efiet^ than that of thefe latter^ 
who colleifted theirs on one point, and

who, by firing principally en ricochet

The extraordinary ftcadinefs and in- 
trepidity of the Ruffians on this occa- 
fion, is not to be defcribed; it furpafled 
every thing that one has heard of the 
braveft troops. Althotrgh the Pfuffian 
balls mowed down whcde ranks ^, yet 
not a n^an difcovered any fymptoms of 
unfteadinefs, or inclination to give way, 
and the openings in the firft line were 
inftantly filled up frona the fecond, or 
the referve ; in Ihort, every one feemed 
determined to conquer or die. Before 
the fire from the fmall arms commenced^ 
a report, ^^ that the Pruffians gave no 
^ qttarter,^ the origin of which I do not 
know, ran through all the. Ruffian, 
ranks ; ^^ nor we either/ was the fpirited 
reply of every Ruffian foldier ; and

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indeed they kept too well to this refo- 
lution during the reft of the day.

The baggage ♦ in the fqnare was the 
occaiion of the principal diforder, for, 
when the cannon balls, and the (hells 
which were thrown frona the Pruffian 
howitzes in great quantities, ftnick into 
it, many of the horfes ran away with 
the waggons, and broke through the 

> 

ranks. Finding this, they moved it 
out of the fquar? to K and the cavalry 
moved to K. PI. 5. ThePruflians ad" 
vanced their batteries to a 2 ; and their 
infantry marched up to the bayonets of 
the Rufllans, without being able to force 
them a foot from their ground. At laft 
the eight battalions of the Pruffian gre-

N 3 nadiers^ 
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laadi^rs, N^ ^5. gave w^y aboyt elevea 
o*docky and retired in great confufioOy 
25. PI. 6f which was not to be won- 
dered at, after fo obftinate an engage? 
raent, and after having been at legft two 
hours in conftant fire. The Ipft wing 
pf the fird: line of the Pi'ufllan infantry, 
pi. 5, 24. which was to have advanced 
with its left flank clofe to the brook, 
in order to fupport the grenadiers, had 
inclined too much to the right in ad- 
vanqingi particularly when paffing the 
village of ^Sornfdorf, by which means 
it became on the fame alignment with 
the grenadiers, inftead of remaining di* 
re<a:ly in their rear, and confequently 
pould not fupport them when they werQ 
ppulfed*. 

If the Ruffian infantry had now r^* 
mained firm and motionlefs, and allowe4

their 
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their cavahy only to purfue, the Prof- 
fian cavalry, though it njight have de- 
feated the latter, yet would not have 
been able to make any impreflion on 
the formfer ; and, though the PruiBan 
in&ntry might have returned to the 
charge two or three times, it would 
have been impoilible at lad to have 
brought it any more into fire. But, 
inftead of preferving this order and 
fteadinefs, the fquare broke, and ad- 
vanced in purfuit of the Pruflians, the 
troops ftiouting out " jira h which Hg^ 
nifies ^^ Vi£ioryr PL 6. L. They had 
not advanced above two or three hun- 
dred paces before they got into tjie 
greateft confufion, by prefling in fome 
parts of the line, opening in others^ and 
being unfteady throughout. What 
added much to the diforder was, that 
the fecoiid line fired upon the firft, be- 
ing preventei^ by the fnioke and duft

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from diftingiiilhing that they were their 
o\jrn people.

The Ruffian cavalry had advanced 
in the mean time, broke into the PraA- 
iian infantry, and charged their cavalry 
with the greatefi bravery,. M. PI. 6. But 
the ^Pruffian regiments of Ziethen, Ma* 
lachowlky, and Seydlitz, N"" 26, took 
them in flank and rear, and drove them 
back on their own infantry, which they 
^fo attacked and broke, N^ 27. It has 
already been obferved, that the Ruffian 
jnfantry, as they advanced, had made 
openings in fome parts of their line, 
?nd pfefled very much in others ; they 
were not, therefore, now in a iituatiot^ 
to refift the attack of the enemy^s ca- 
valry, which made a great hovock 

■ 

amongft them t they, however, defended 
jhemfelves in the moft defperate man- 
ner, and many of them fold their lives 

dear, 
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dear, diough wounded and laying upon 
t)ie ground. 

The confufion in the Ruffian artny 
was much increafed by the foldiers get- 
ting pofleflion of feveral calks of brandy, 
of which the Ruffians always carry a 
great quantity with their baggage. It 
was to no purpofe that the officers broke 
the caHcs in pieces, for the men threw 
themfelves on the ground, and drank 
the liquor out of the duft : this made 
them quite raving and ungovernable; 
and the threats and entreaties of the 
officers were of fo little effect, that the 
men even treated them ill, particularly 
fuch of them as were Germans by birth, 
and Indeed they went fp far as to kill 
many of them P*

The King of Prufila now ordered his- 
right wing to adv»ice, and madef the 
left fall back to Zomfdorf, N^ 29. The 
two wings of cavalry, 30* and 31, ad* 
vanced on their refpeiftive flanks.; and 
the batteries, 32. and 33. moved on in: 
front of the infantry, protefled as ufuaL 
by feme battalions advanced for that 
purpofe; the infantry kept marching 
on, and the fire from the fmall arips 
commenced% The Ruffian cavalry, in 
4. P. 
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P< and Q* came forward again in R. and' 
S. foid attacked the batteriies 32. and 

33. with uQCommon intref»dity> Thoie 
in 6. w^e driven back again by. two 
regiments of the Pruffian right wing 
of cavalry, viz. the Prince of Prnffia** 
i«giment, and that of Normum, who 
-purfoed them as far a& Zicher: but 
thofe in R. met with very different fuc- 
cefs ; for, upon their advance, the bat- 
talions that were deftined to protect the 
battery, 32. as well as thufe in thp 
tear, viz* 14. 15, 16. 17. 18. 19. 20. 
%it 22. 23. 41. 42. all gave way, N* 

34. Pi. 6. and retired without halting^ 
in great difbrder, to Wilckerfdorf, 35. 
notwithilanding the ftreauous e£forts of 
their officers to rally them. General 
SeydlitZy who faw this in good time^ 
and before the Ruflians could take ad* 
vantage of it, immediately advanced 
with the left wing of cavalry on to the 
gfound that this infantry had quitted^

PL 7. N*" 36. He drove back the Ruf-- 
iian cavalry ia R* and after receiving a 
heavy difcharge of grape*ihot and fmall 
armSy he attacked and broke all that 
part of the Ruffian infantry which had, 
till now, remained in good order^ T. 
PI. 7* he forced them to retire in utter 
confufion into the wood between Zicher 
and Quartfchen, and prefled forward to 
37« The Pruffian infantry regiments 
of the Prinze of Pruflia, Afleburg, 
Kalkftein, Forcade, and the grenadier 
battalion of Wedel, N"" 38. fupported 
this manoeuvre excellently, and per- 
formed wonders of bravery. They had 
not only continued advancing with the 
utmoft fteadinefs, after the left wing 
gave way, but they alfo charged the Ruf- 
fian infantry with their bayonets, N^ 39. 
at the fame time that the cavalry at- 
tacked. The confufion now became 
general, and friends and foes were in- 
termixetl j but the Pruffian regiments 

had 
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had a great advantage in being ablo to 
form again much quicker and mott 
*readily, in doing which their cavalry 
protciSted them as well as poffible. The 
King always did the cavalry the jultice 
to fay, that they had diftinguilhed them- 
felves moll in this ilaughter, which in- 
deed it may juftly be called. 

The firing ceafed almoft entirely; 
friend and foe, horfe ahd foot, were all 
jumbled together; and they killed 
each other with bayonets, fwords, and 
the butts of their mufkets. On each 
iide^ but particularly on Chat of the Ruf- 
iians, the troops were broken into fmall 
parties, many of which fought without 
officers^ and many officers put themfelves 
at the head of parties compofed of men 
of fix or feven different regiments. The 
marfhy banks of the Mutzel feemed, as 
it were, paved with the dead bodies of 
the men and horles ; and it appeared as 

if 
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<if th& dreadful battle eoold only end by 
the entire deftru^on of both aimiesj 
The Ruffians had not the choke of 
flight leftj for all the bridged werfil 
either burnt or otherwHe defboyed) 
therefore with them it was either deatli 
or victory. This unparalleled butchefy 
lafted till towards the evening. 



At laft, Major t3feneral Deitiiko^r of 
the cavalry, Major General Holmer of 
jthe artillery, Brigadier Oaugnrve, and 
CSolonel Efieii, colle<Sl:ed about 1606 
lluffian infeiutryi 1 000 cavahy* and 
/ome caitnon t^at they found oH.thd 
ftsld Off battle ; wi^ thefe troops they 
l^in repulfed the Priiflians, and foitned 
ia U. V. PI. 7i

The King of Prilffia ordeted Llcti-* 
tenani General Ftrcade to makiea wheelf 
M'*40. with the regiments of Kurfel^ 
BuifOW, and Seers^ and fuch of the routed 

grenadiers 
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grpnadiers as bad becn.cplle&ed ^S"^ 
and, attack t^e^Rnffians inU. V. Th^ 
.PruiBan cavalry was directed to advance 
atg^ft Zornfdorf and Wilckerfdoif, to 
cbieck the Coflacks, who were plundei^ 
iDg on the field of battle in the rear of 
the Pruflian troops, and endeavovuSog 
to carry off the cstpnoD. 

The battalions itnder the coxawaad 
of General Forcade ipade the greateft 
exertions to break the body of the RuiV 
iians in U. and V. ; but they found it 
k&poflibley particularly as they b^gan to 
fall Ibort of ammunition, both for ^f 
canjoon andfmall arms, the greatefb papl 
ftf k having gone off to Wilckerfdor^ 
wjyth fhe rooted lefk wing. This con- 
left lafted til! night with equal advan- 
l^ge an both £des. Thefe PruiBan bat** 
talions were at laA obliged to throw 
away their own arms, and take the 
muikets- and ammunition of the dea^ 

Ruf- 
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Ruflians *. The King ordered, that the 
battalions which had retreated to 
Wilckerfdorf, 3 5 . ihould advance agsdn, 
ahd take this Ruffian corps in the right 
flank: they obeyed the order; but 
wheil they had approached near enough 
to receivfe i (harp fire from the Ruffian 
c^dndn^ they gave way, and fled to the 
wood behind Zicher, where they re- 
mained the whole night. The General 
ivho commanded thefe battalions re- 
ceived his difmiflion the next day* 

During the night the diTperibd ftiif- 
fians colledted, and formed on that body 
which had made the laft ftand againft 
the Pruifians: General Fermer alTo 
joined it ; (h^, with moft of the deneral 
Officers, had been on the right when 
the right, wing was routed, and thus

The King of Pruffia remained, the 
whole night near Quartfchen in N^ 40. 
and the cavalry kept its pofition be- 
tween Zornfdorf and Wilckerfdorf, 41 • 
in order to cover the field of battle* 
The huffar regiments of Malachowfky 

and Ruefch, which a little while before 

■ 

had been detached into the woods, with 
the infantry regiment of Kalkftdn, and . 
had taken a great fhare of the Ruffian 
raoney-cheft, now formed in the rear 
of the right wing of infantry, and the 
battalions, which are mentioned above 
to have retired into the wood behind 
Zicher, remained there the whole night. 
Vol. II. O Paring 
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During the night His Majefty ordered 
that the tents and equipage fhould be 
brought to the army from Neu Dam* 

Since the invention of gun-powder, 
no battle has been fought which could 
equal this for duration, obftinacy, and 
the uncommon proofs of valour dif- 
played on each fide ; fince that period^ 
likewife, few inftances are to be met 
with of the infantry's having clofed in 
this nganner. The behaviour of the two 
armies gave them an equal refpeft for 
each other. Even the Pruflian Officers 
have faid, that no troops could exceed 
the Ruffian infantry in bravery, and that 
their Generals had adled up to their 
characters in every refpedl, having ex- 
erted themfelves as much as poffible, 
during the whole aflFair, to collect and 
form the broken troops, and renew the 
coipbat. 

The 
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The Pruffian cavalry moft certainly 
diftinguifhed themfelves in a particular 
manner ; but we muft alfo do the Ruf- 
fian the juftice to fay, that they fought 
like brave men, and did more than could 
have been expedted from them, confi- 
dering that they were fo inferior in 
numbers, and that their horfes were fo 
fmall, and almoft worn out with fatigue. 

It has been already mentioned, that 
the Ruffian army formed in a fquare 
nearZornfdorf. ThePruffians werebufy 
during the night in coUecSting their 
broken troops ; and on the a 6th of Au- 
guft, at day break, the King, after 
having reconnoitred the Ruffians, formed 
his army in order of battle on the 
ground where the Ruffian left wing had 
ftood in the . beginning of the a£lion* 
The right wing of the Pruffians ex- 
tended to within a thoufand paces ot 
Quartfchen, 42. PI* 8, having the Hof 

O 2 Marlii 
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Marih in its rear : it was compofed of 
infantry, except the regiment of Ruefch, 
which formed in the flank, fronting 
towards the morafs, and making the 
right face of an oblong fquare. The 
cavalry was in the left wing, which ex* 
tended towards Wilckerfdorf, 43. 

The Ruffian Generals, particularly 
General Demikow, wanted to renew the 
a(5tion, and attack the Pruffians, but 
General Feritoer did not think it advif- 
able, as there was a fcarcity of ammu- 
nition : however, a fevere cannonade 
commenced, which lafted more than 
four hours, 

A part of the Ruffian cavalry of the 
left wing advanced againft the Pruffiaa 
right wing from the Quartfchen fide, 
and drove the regiment of Ruefch back 
into the wood ; but the fire from the 
Pruffian artillery and fmall arms obliged 

the 
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the Ruffians to retreat in the greateft 
hurry : the Pruffian huifars purfued, 
^d took many prifoners^ as the paflage 
acrofs the Marfli, by which the Ruflians 
retired^ was too narrow for a retreat of 
cavalry. The reft of the day pafled 
without any acSlion taking place, either 
between/ infantry or cavalry, partly 
owing to a fcarcity of ammunition in 
both armies, particularly in the Ruf^ 
iian, and partly becaufe the troops were 
fo much fatigued. The Ruffian army 
remained under arms till night; the 
Pruffians encamj^ed a little after twelve 
q\:lock in the fame order that they Were 
formed in, with the exception only, that 
the left wing was thrown a little more 
l>ack towards Ziehen 



Qeneral Fermer propofcd to Count

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That though cuftomary in fieges, yet 
no ceffation of hoftilities ever took place 
after a battle. But he fent the pafs 
* which was required for General Braun^ 
who was wounded, without hefitation. 

As the Ruffian army was deftitute of 
every thing in its prefent pofition, it 
marched early in the night, which the 
Pruflians did not perceive till two o'clock 
on the morning of the 27th, when the 
Coflacks, who flanked to the left of the 
columns, approached too near to the 
enemy's out-ppfts. This gave the alarm, 
and the Pruffian artillery kept up a 
terrible fire without knowing why. The 
whole army got under ?irms, and at day 
break, when His Majefty rode forward 
to reconnoitre, he found that the Ruf- 
fians were marching towards Camin. 
He ordered his cavalry to move on their 
flank, and to endeavour to fall on their 

jrear guards A thick fog made it im-

pof- 
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poflible to diftinguifh friend from foe 
at the diftance of twenty paces ; and 
the Ruffian army reached their harri- 
cade of waggons at Grqfs Camin with- 
out fuffering any lofs. They covered the 
march of their rear guard by fome 
cannon planted on the height behind

Wilckerfdorfi They encamped round 
the barricade of waggons in Z. PI. 8* 
and immediately began to intrench 
themfelves.

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The avant corps, 44. commanded by 
Prince Moritz^ advanced to within a 
cannon- fhot of the enemy's battenes, 
and tlie King reconnoitred very clofely 
the Ruffian polition, v^hich he found 
to be advantageous. About eleven 
o'clock both the avant corps and the 
army, N"" 45, pitched their tents, and 
the King made Tamfell head-quarters. 

General Bredow was detached with 
two regiments towards Batzlow, to keep 
the Coflacks, who were hovering about

* The author here inferts an account of this battle, 
contained in a letter from the Ruffian General Panin 
to Count Ivan, of Schuwalow, at Pctcrlburg ; but wc 
have omitted it, as it is only a repetition of what Cap« 
tain Tielke himfelf has iaid, and confequently juft ferves 
to fwell the book, without conveying any additional 
information. The only thing worth notice that General 
Panin remarks, in addition to what Captain Tielfae has 
obferved, is, that the Pruffians had i8 and 24 pounders, 
out of which they fired grape ihot when they came 
pretty clofe. It is to the great efftd of thefe heavy guns 
that he in part attributes the diforder which took place 
amongft the Ruffians. General Panin^s account goes 
no further than the night of the 25th of Auguft.—

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a lieutenant of the Pruffian cavalry^ 
andy as in this action fortune alternately 
favoured each iide, the Rumans, who 
had been retiring, faced about again^ 
and were advi^ncing on the Pruflians, 
His horfe being wounded, the General 
could not get on fo fad as the Lieutenant 
wiflied, who therefore gave him thir-^ 
teen wounds with his fword, and left 
him for dead. He was taken up by 
fome of his own people, and it was not 
till a year afterwards that he was ea^ 
tirely recovered. 

I have no other way of coming at 
the lofs which the Pruffians fuftained 
in this battle, than by the lift which 
they publiihed afterwards. It is as

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The Pruffian lift undoubtedly ap- 
pears too fmaU, coniidering the fury 
with which this battle lafted^ from three 
quarters after eight in the morning, till 
nighti and that the Ruffiaa foldiers 
neither gave- nor took quarter the firft 
day *. I cannot, however, decide any 
thing on this head ; nor do I conceive 
it at all neeeflary for nae to enter into 
the difpute,' that afterwards arofe, in 
confeqtience of both parties laying claim 
to the vi(^€)ry, which was in fome 
meafure do'ubtfuU Conhoiflfeurs in the 
military art, and indeed e?€cy ^ther 
attentive reader, may eafily determine 
that queftion, after having read the 
account of the battle, and that of the 
enfuing part of the campaign,, which 
latter can be coniidered in no other 
point of view, than as the immediate 
confequence of the former.

One of which, 
confifting of the battalion of Rant her, 
7 fquadrons, and a party of 1 2 huiTars, 
he ordered to direct its march in fuch a 
manner through Cladow, as to arrive at 
day break before the gateof Landfberg, 
called the Zantoch-gate ; and as this di- 
vifion had about half a German mile 
further to march than the other, the 
General halted an hour with the latter, 
in order that they might both arrive at 
the fame time at their places of defti- 
nation. At the expiration of the hour 
he began his march with this other di- 
yifion, which confided of the remainder

through Beyerfdorf, with an intention 
to attack that gate of Landfberg, called 
the Cuftrin-gate, The Ruffians had no 
intelligence of this expedition till Qe- 
neral Woberfnow appeared with his di-s 
vifion before the Cuftrip-gate, at day 
break on the morning of ^he a6th^ 
On his arrival there he fo\in^ that the

other divifioii was not yet at its plac^ 
of deftinatioh; he therefore, wUhp,u^ 
V)fs of time, made the three fquadroasi 
of dragoons, which he had with himij^ 
crofs a little raill-ftreana that feparatecl

the two gates of the town, and form ir^ 
front of the Zantoch-gate ; with his 
infantry he advanced into the fuburbj^ 
and found the Cuftrin-gate open, anc^ 
two cannon planted in it. The enemy 
immediately fired two or three fhot out 
of thefe guns, retired them iatp the 
tow^n, fhut and barred the gate, and 
fpdeavoured xo make their tetreat 

throng;!^ 
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through the Zantoch-gatey. but were 
prevented by the three fquadrons of 
dragoons above-mentioned* Finding 
themfelvcs cut off on this fide, they 
determined to crofs the Wartaj^ and re- 
tire towards Poland, which was the 
very thing that General Woberfnow 
wifhed them to attempt* He immedi* 
ately preffed forward with hij infantry 
into the town, and followed the enemy, 
expeiSting to get them between two 
fires: but, luckily for the Ruilians, 
Colonel ^Hordt had not yet arrived at 
his poft. According to the time that 
the orders were fent to him, he mighjt 
eafily have received them at {Qwen 
'o\:lock in the evening of the a 5th: 
but by on^ of thofe unfortunate acci- 
dents, which have often occafioned the 
failure of the befl planned expeditions, 
the mefienger did not reach him'till 
three o'clock on the morning of the 
jl^th, and, as he was then m^oje than

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two German miles diftant from Landf- 
berg, he could not perform the march 
in time. The Ruffian detachmenti 
therefore, got clear off; and, having fet 
fire to the bridge over t^e Warta as 
they paffed it, they gained fo much time 
before it could be fufficiently repaired 
for the Pruffian cavalry to crofs the 
river, that thefe latter could not come 
up with them. Major Hirfch, who 
commanded the other d|ivifion of Ge- 
neral Woberfnow^s corps, arrived in 
front of the Zantoch-gate juft after the 
affair was over : he had allowed him* 
felf to be flopped a coniiderable time, 
by 40 or 50 Goflacks, at the defile 
V^hich he was obliged to pafs at Cla-

dow. Colonel Hordf arrived with his 
regiment about an hour after Major 
Hirfch. The Pruflians took only two 
officers and five privates, who had not 
got quick enough through the town;

flaot. General Woberijiovv difpofed of

his troops as follows : The battalion of 
Rauther was ilationed in Landfberg.:

regiment of Lehwald, and the dragoons, 
encamped on the height in front of 
the Zantoch-gate* About midnight the 
whole corps began its march to rejoin 
Count Dohna's army. 

On the 26th the Ruffian army march- 
ed a German mile and an half to Prilow* 
>vhere it encamped in two lines. The 
front was covered by the river Plaene ; 
the right flank, was appuyed to the 
Madajer Lake, the left flank extended 
^o Prilow, In front of this village were 
the CoiTack^; in the rear, five regi- 
ments of huflars, and to the left of it, 
three regiments qf dragoop^j and two 
pf horfe grenadiers* The firil line

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confifted of 17 regiments of infantry, 
and three legions ; the fecond of 5 re- 
giments of CuiraflierS) which were 
formed on the right, 1 1 regiments of 
infantry, and two legions.

On the 27th the Pruflian army 
marched, and took a new camp near 
Neu Dam, where General Woherfnoyr 
arrived with his corps in ^he afternoon.

The Ruffians encamped clofe before 
the town of Stargard, on the Stettin fide, 
in the following manner: The right 
Y^ing was formed in a perpendicular 
(lire^tion to the line of the fuburb, and 
appuyed to that part of it which is op* 
po(ite the church-yard, where the 
fltett^n road comes out of the town. 
The to,wn of courfe lay on its right 
^ank; its firft line coniifted of eight, 
i|ts fecond of three regiments of in- 
fmtry : its left extended acrofs the road

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to Schellin, till it joined the center coips 
of the army* This corps was formed 
between the Schellin and.Piritz roads ; 
its firfl line confiiled of eighty and its 
fecond of three regiments of infantry* 
The left wing extended from the Piritz 
to the Wetgo road, and was alfo a little 
retired towards the fuburb. A ftrong 
intrenchraenr was carried from the left 
flank of this wing, quite down to that 
part of the river Trago where the fuburb 
terminates. To the left of this in- 
trenchment flood two regiments of horfe 
grenadiers, and five regiments of huflars. 
On the right of Stargard, below the 
road to Para, flood the Coflacks, and 
behind the town was the baggage, for- 
ming a baricade of waggons. There 
were three flrong batteries conftrudted 
in the front pf the camp; 

On the ad of OAober the Pruffian 
army marched to Lippena, and General 

Mannteu- 
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M^nteufel advanced in the night to- 
wards PititZ) i)v^here the Ruffians had 
left a weak garrifon- He arrived there 
on the 3d in the morning, and fur- 
prifed the RuiBian detachment, which 
was employed in levying contributions^ 
His huflars took 46 of them prifoners, 
and the reft retired to Pafskrug, This 
important pafs, PI. 9. lays between' 
Piritz and Stargard, a German mile and 
a quarter from the former, and a Ger« 
man mile and a half from the latter*^ 
Between Piritz and Pafskrug there is an 
extenfive marlhy bottom, which is in-« 
terfedted in almott every diredlion by 
rivulets and fwamps, and is only paflable 
bj the caufeway, on which the high 
road from Piritz to Stargard luns. This 
road crofles a rivulet named the Pl^nCy 
which falls into the Madajer Lake, and 
can only be palTcd at the wooden bridgef 
near a mill, and a few houfes, which 
are called Pafskrug. On the Stargard

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fide, there is a fteep hdght whkh ^- 
tends from the Madajer Lake for fom« 
Oerman miles in a parallel dire^a 
with the Plaenej aiid i& the commandiog 
grouad of the whole tovijrotis& Tht 
road from Pafskrug to Stargard afcends 
this height through a ^otge, or a fort 
of very {harp reentrant angle, which 
the height forms juft oppoiite to the 
▼iUage^ In this poiidon a few batta- 
lions could ftop a whok army^ for theri 
is no othet roiad from Piritz to Stargard, 
without going fix or eight German miles

The Prumatt sivant corps followed 

the Ruffians through Piritz, aud ad>- 

vanced towards Pafskrug, PI. 9. when 

a fmart cannonade took place between it 

and the Ruffian corps that was ftationed 

tiiere.

On the 4th of October, General Ro-> 
maozow's corps cantoned ; but it was 
ordered to keep all its baggage packed, 
and to be ready to march at the fhorteft 
notice. 



There were now daily ikirmiihes 
happening between the Ruffians and 
the light troops of Count Dohna*s army 
and the patroles which the Duke of 
Bevern fent out of Stettin, but they 
were too infignificant to deferve nodce.

On the 5 th of Oftober a Pruffian 
cprnct and 20 huffars were furprifed in 
Berlinchen, and brought prifoners into 
the Ruffian camp. 

Major Cfeneral Prince Lubomiriky 
was detached with four thouiand in- 
fantry, and a part of the light troops, 
to Pafskrug, in order that a corps might 
be ftationed there, of fully fufficient 
ftrength to defend that pafs, in cafe the

On the 8th, Colonel Jakoblew was 
fent to Colberg with two regiments and 
two Howitzes, as a reinforcement to 
General Palmbacji's corps, which was 
forming the fiege of that place, 

A part of the heavy baggage of the

On the 1 2th, fix Pruflian haffars, 
and iixty men of the regiment of 
HcH-dt, were brought prifoners into the 
Kufiian camp.

The baggage and prifoners were fent 
forward under an efcort of two regi- 
ments ; and the Ruffian army marched 
on the 16th two German miles to 
Zechany where it arrived in the night, 
having begun its march late in the 
afternoon. As the Ruffians had quitted 
the pafs of Paf&krug the day before, the 
Pruffian light troops advanced, and at-

On the a 3d Count Dohna followed 
with the army, and encamped on the 
river Ihne. General Kleift marched, 
with the regiment of Kreytzen and two 
hundred huflars, back from Piritz to- 
wards Landfberg, to check the Coffacks, 
who were making incurfions on that 
fide. Colonel Hordt was detached, with 
his free regiment, and three hundred 
huflars, to Dolitz, which lays on the 
route that the Ruffian army had taken. 
He was attacked there on the a4th by 
five hundred Coffacks, which were re- 
pulfed, but they made prifoner and car- 
ried off an officer of the huffiirs. On 
the fame day the Pruffian General Pla-» 
ten took pofleffion of the fmall town 
Maffau, with his regiment of dragoons,

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and the Ruffian regiments of Siberia 
and Narva marched from their camp to 
Golberg with ammunition. 

The Pruffians began now to be 
alarmed for this fortrefs, which was 
very weakly garrifoned ; nor did they 
fee how it was poffible to relieve it, 
as the whole army in this part of the 
country did not amount to more than 
fixteen thoufand men; and as from the 
fituation of the Ruffians, any corps 
which might be dejtachcd to Colberg, 
would run the greateft rilk of being 
intercepted. The erroneous idea that 
they had of the ftrength of the corps 
which formed the liege ferved greatly 
to increafe their fears : they conceived 
it to be twice as ftrong as it in fadt was *•

apparent 
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at)paiNent lid favourable cirGumftancies^ 
they detertiiinisd to make every poffible 
effi)rt,~ Ind to endeavour, by alarming 
General Palmbach, to induce him to raife 
theiiege. Major Gener^WbbbrTnow took 
Upon him the execution of this projedt ; 
and acoffte was put under his orders, oon- 
fifting of the two battalions of the re- 
giment of Morltz, the two battalions of 
Canity, the greniadier battalion of Nefle^ 
the dragooti regiment of Platen, and 
fbur hundred huflarsi With thefe 
troops he marched on the 25th in the 
morning from Stargard to Maflaut 

Oh the 26th he taatched to NaU- 
gartenj where he received intelligence^ 
that Greiffenberg was occupied by a 
^arty of three hundfed Ruffians, con* 
fitting of Coffacks and horTe grenadiers^

On the 27th, as the Ruffians had na 
iatelligence of this expedition, they re- 
mained quiet in their camp, and fired 
a feu de joye, in eonfequence of the 
vi6lory obtained by the Auftrians at 
Hochkirchen. 

At two o'clock in the morning of 

this day, General Platen marched with

All 
thefe troops took the ftraight road to 
Groiffenberg, and the cavalry fell in 
with fome Ruffian oiit-pofts, about 
half a German mile from that town* 
nfhich they at firil attacked but very 
fj^intly, in order to give Colonel Schla- 
berndorf time to arrive at his plac^ of 
dfftination. However, upon their form- 
ipg behind a defiU, apparently with the 
intention of oppofing General Platen in 
hi$ march, he fired two or three can-

them back, but alfo gave fuch an 
alarm to the detachment in Greiffen-- 
berg, that it retreated in the greateft 
^fte towards Colberg. As Colonel 
^ci^lf^erndorf had not yet advanced fo

Kadaih before the Ruffians; he cddtd 
do nothing more than purfiie theiti. 
His hufi^ came up with their rear at 
that defile, and killed an officer and 
eight privates, and took one hundi:^ 
apd thirty-four prifonersi The Pruf- 
fian lofs on this occafion was only a 
ftw men. Although General Platen 
haftened his march as much as pof> 
iible, he did not arrive with the reft of 
me cavalry till the ikirmifh was ovef* 
The infantry of General Woberfnow's 
corps, except the 2d battalion of Canitz, 
which had remained at -Plathe, was 
quartered in Greifienberg, and the ca^ 
valry cantoned in the villages on this 
fide of the river Rega. 

Every pains were taken to ipread a 

report, that this corps was ten thoufand 

men ftrong, and that feveral thoufand 

K more' 
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more were to arrive at Greiffenberg^thc 
next night. 

On the *28th in the morning, the 
2d battalion of Canitz joined in Grdf- 
fenberg. General Woberihow moved 
with all his troops towards Gulzloff- 
ihagen, and filed over the heights two 
deep, in order to make his corps appear 
fbronger. It was impofiible for him 
with fo few troops to attack General 
Palmbachy who could take a very ad- 
vantageous poiition on the heights in 
front of Colberg, which are funounded 
by morafles. He advanced, howeveri 
with his infantry to Gulzlof&hagen, and 
made his cavalry pufh forward to the 
heights above the village of Spie. This 
village was occupied by Ruffian infantry 
and Coflacks, who ficirmilhed with the 
Pruffian out-pofts till night. Theie 
latter were ordered to maintain their 
iground on the heights, but not to al- 
low

^ I ^HE fortrefs of Golberg is iituated 
on the coaft of Pomerania. It has 
a good harbour formed by the river 
Perfante, which flows through the town, 
and difcharges itfelf here into the Bal- 
tick.

only conftru6ted of earthy they are of 
a flrong profile. The parapets are i o

Some objections might be made to 
the plan of the works, that is, to the 
manner in which they flank and de- 
fend each other, particularly on the 
fide of the fally port gate : however^ 
the place is ftrong, both on account of 
its broad and deep wet ditches, in which 
the water can be raifed by" means of the 
batadeaux, as alfo on account of the 
marfhy ground, interfec^ed with canals, 
which entirely furrounds it, and which 
from the gate called the Muhlen gate^ 
to that called the JLauenburg gate, can 
be inundated by means of iluices.

rations. But the curtain and ravelins 
of the New Town could not be quite 
completed, and the batteries of the 
hitter were fcarcely raifed to a fuf- 
ficient height : notwithftanding this, 
however, they, were iifterwards of great 
fervice. The New Town being fur* 
rounded by the river, the force of the 
current had in the courfe of time occa- 
fioned the works finking very much, fo 
that a great deal of time and labour 
were required, to raife and repair them 
thoroughly, by driving in very large 
piles to fupport them.

As intelligence of the march of this 
corps was recfdy^ in Stettin, th« two 
battalicHis, which )i{id been promifed at 
a reinforcement to die garrifbn of Col- 
b^rg, wpre detached for that place; 

they 
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they took their quarters, on the night of 
the 2d of October, in and ne^ Graf- 
fenborg, which is four German miles 
difiant from Colberg; and on the 3d 
in the mormng they fent forward their 
camp colour-men with an efcort, which 
was attadced at Beelkow, three German 
miles from Colberg, by the light troops 
of General Palmbach*s corps ; a lieute- 
nant and 47 men were taken, and three 
men killed ; upcKi which the two bat. 
talions returned to Gamin. The pri- 
ibners were* allowed to (end ii^telligence 
of this event to Major Heyde in an open 
letter. 



About eleven o^clock in the forenoon 
of this day (viz. 3d of October) Gene- 
ral Palmbach^ corps arrived by • tiie 
road of Schiefelbein on the heights of 
Sellnow, a quarter of a German mile 
ftom Golberg. . "

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A trumpeter was immediately fent 
the fortrefs with a writtei> rummon% 
and he received from the Commandant^ 
who was come out beyond the barrier 
before the Muhlengate, a polite hyA 
fhort anfwer. Some Ihells were im- 
mediately thrown againfl the New town, 
but, on account of the great diflance,| 
they fell ihort of it : they, were an? 
fwered by a few fhots froin the works, 
The Rufiians took a c^p between 
Sellnow and Werder. 



A$ the beiiegers had not any plaq of 
the fortrefs, and as it was impo^bl^to 
difcover the nature and difpoiiticm ^ 
the works merely by reconnpitring, it 
was judged advifable to take pofleffion 
of the harbour, and to coudu^ ^e ap- 
proaches on the iidp of the Munflp f 
fuburb. Fourteen days after this, when

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it was too iate to change the attack, an 
Officer found a good plan of the for- 
trefS) by which it plainly appeared, that 
the attack was dire^ed againft the 
ftroogeft fide of it. 

The Commandant, Major Heyde, 
continued making the necelTary arrang- 
inents in the town: the flriking of 
clocks ^d ringing of bells was put a 
fiop to. The nine iron cannon that 
were in the battery near the harbour, 
N* 32. PI. X. were brought into the 
town *. The fire engines were tried, 
and an order was given out, that tubs 
of water (hould be placed before dl the 
loonies, as well as in the attick (tones. 

A quantity of oxen and fheep were 
brought in from the neighbouring viK

On the 4th' of October, the befiegeis 
placed three unicorns in the Maykuhle 
wood^^ oppofite the honfes called 
Licens hsnflhr, Pi. X. a., without any 
battery having been prepared for them, 
and QieUs were thrown from i o o*clock 
in the morning till noon, which fire wa$ 
anfwered from the town* 

In tbe afternoon a^ Trumpeter was 
fent to fummon the town a fecond tim^ 
with dire<5tions to fay, That the fire of 
the beiiegers had hitherto only been 
intended to fhew what they could do ; 
but that, if the garrifon did not imme- 
diately furrendcr, the town ihould be 
laid in alhes.

About eight o'clock in the morning^, 
feme (hells were thrown into the town 
from the Maykuhle wood : thefe were 
anfwered by a very brifk fire from the 
works, by which the Ruffians loft a 
Captain of engineers and a few men. 

The fire of the befiegers ceafed to- 
wards the middle of the day, but it 
was renewed in the afternoon about four 
o'clock. A fliell went through the win- 
dow of the Lieutenant of Artillery's 
room, in which were the Commandant, 
Lieutenant Colonel Schmeling, and a 
Captain, who were juft come down from 
the ramparts ; it ftruck againft a wall^ 
flew out of the room, and, burfting in 
the houfe, the pieces of it broke the leg 

of a Non-commiffibned Officer, and hurt

two or three other people very much.

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This tiight the garrifon had occupied 
that part of the covert- way in particu- 
lar from the fuburb called Stubenha-* 
gen, round by Pfannfchmiede as far as 
the Perfante. Some Ruffian grenadiers, 
under cover of the houfes and gardens, 
ftole up to the counterfcarp, and threw 
fome grenades into the covert- way, moft 
of which however rolled into the ditch. 
This occafioned a very heavy fire from 
all the troops in the covert- way • 

On the 6th the trenches were carried 
away to the right from the battery in 
the orchard, b* along by the avenue, c. 
and the battery was completed. Three 
unicorns were ftill left in the Maykuhlc 
wood, out of which, at break of day, 
ihells and carcafles were thrown into 
the town. 



As well on this day as during the 
whole of the liege, the Pruffian fire

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was fix times as heavy as that of the' 
Ruffians ; and they threw fome very 
large Ihells towards the Maykuhle wood, 
by the burfting of which, and the fplin-'

jibly damaged the buildings in the to^vn, 
particularly in the ftreets called th^ 
pome Street, Pfannfchwede Street, 
Brodfeharren Street, and Linden Street, 
and the houfes in the mark^ti- place fuf- 
fered a good deal ; but the precautions 
taken were fo good, as entirely to pre-r

vent fire, and the inhabitants efcaped 
imhurt, by taking (helter in the exten-^ 
iiye corporation cellars, which werq 
fuppofed to be bomb-proof, owing to 
their roofs being arched, and plentifully 
tx)vered with dung. The befieged kept 
up a briik fire with their heavy artillery ji 
particularly from the cavaliers, lo and 
1 1. The befiegers had one man killed 
^nd feven wounded oq this occafion. 
In the afternoon of this day the befieged 
threw 200 lb. fhells, one of which fell 
^nd burft in the battery, b. damaged it 
very much, and killed and wounded 
fever^l mem, The Ruffian fire alfo be**

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gan in the afternoon» and continued 
without interruption till midnight. 

On the 8th the trenches were carried 
backwards from the end of the zig zag 
to the avenue, e. e,; but this being 
Sunday, the firing was flopped till three 
o^clock in the afternoon, in order that 
the fervice in church might be per- 
formed without interruption ; however, 
as the garrifon was not aware of the 
good intention of the RulGfians in this 
refpeft, the congregations did not af- 
femble as ufual. From three o'clock 
till five the befiegers threw as many 
ftiells into the town as poflible. 

On this day General Palmbach, con* 
trary to all expeftation, received orders to 
raife the liege, and f eturn to the army *•

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He immediately determined to try 
if he could not perfuade the Com- 
mandant to furrender the place, and 
feht a Major to him with a Trum* 
peter, with offers of a moft honourable 
and advantageous capitulation ; but 
threatning, in cafe of refufal, to give 
the garrifon no quarter* The Major 
was admitted at the Munde-gate, was 
blindfolded, and taken by a Captain, in 
a carriage^ to the Commandant's houfe, 
who was confined by illnefs. Major 
Heyde's ahfwer to all the threats and 
reprefent^tions was, ^^ That he had not 
" the fmalleft reafon to furrender : that 
" the works were in a perfect ftate of 
" defence ; and that the burning of the 
** town would not have more effe6l 
" upon him, than it had on the garri-

As the garrifon was fo weak, and a$ 
the Go^nmandant was apprehenfive of 
a furprize* he did not, as is cuftomary 
on thefe occalions^ fend out a detach- 
ment to deftroy the trenches, but kept 
all the gates fhut, and remained the 
ivhole nigl^t in readinefs to refill: an

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On the loth General Palmbach re- 
turned, and found every thing as he 
left it. He detached Colonel Jakoblew, 
with the reinforcement which he had 
brought, to the Lauenburg fide of the 
town, in order to carry on an attack 
from that fide, and to inveft the place 
more clofely. A bridge of communi- 
cation was made over the Perfante, at 
Rofentin, about half a German mile up 
the river from Colberg* 

Brigadier Berg returned to hir former 
fituatipn; found every thing in the 
harbour and trenches in the fame ftate 
as when the fiege was ralfed ; fum- 
moned the town to furrender; and, 
upon a refufal being received, began 
the bombardment again from the bat- 
tery in the orchard, b. 

When Colonel Jakoblew arrived up- 
on the height above the old town, he 

fired 
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fired a few Ibots and Ihells into the 
works of the fortrefs out of two howr 
itzes, and fome field pieces, which was 
all the artillery that he had with him*

During this night the trenches oa 
the Munde fide were advanced towards 
Saint Nicolas church, c. ; and being 
completed on the nth, a battery was 
begun in front of the church, f. 

All day on the nth the town was 
cannonaded from the battery, b* on the 
Munde fide; and on the other fide 
from the artillery placed near the old 
town church in P. ; and fhells were

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Thp fire of the befieged was partis 
cularly heavy, and it difmpunted one 
gun, and killed and wounded nine men 
of the battery^ P. 

Part of the town was fet on fire^ Imj; 
it was immediately extinguiftied. 

Alnapft all the garrifon w^s pofted ir^ 
the covert-way, as an attack upon it 
was expedled, and the ranxparts were 
ftrongly lined by the burghers. There 
was in the town a body of burghers 
who had^ been trained to exercife, and 
fire at marks, for the purpofe of de-? 
fending the ramparts ; thefe were ex- 
cufed from night duty ; but a certain 
number of them were always obliged 
to be on the ramparts in the day time^^ 
armed with rifles, and were directed tq 
fire upon every Huffian that came with^ 
in fliot^ They killed or wounded dur- 
ing the fiege many Kuflian Officers 
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tvho approached tcx) near to the works 
to reconnoitre. General Palmbach was 
at firft much exafperated againft the 
burghers for thus joining in the defence 
of the place ; but, upon being informed 
by the inhabitants of the fuburbs, that

Ivhen any perfon was admitted a 
burgher of the town he was fworn to 
defend it, and obliged to produce his 
irnfis, his anger fublided, and he could 
not help exprefling his approbation of 
fo excellent an inftitution^

Jakoblew 
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Jakoblew had taken a camp neaf Neck- 
niehn, and in the night had conitrudied 
a battery at q. from which he began to 
throw fhells on the morning of the 
1 2th. 

On the 1 2tli Quarter Mafter General 
Stoffeln arrived from the main army, 
reconnoitred as far forward as he could 
through Pfannfchmiede, and undertook 
to condu<St the approaches on this fide 
himfelf. He found fault with the me- 
thod in which they had hitherto been 
carried on, and faid, that the trenches 
might have been opened nearer to the 
town, under cover of the fuburb. Co- 
lonel Oettingen of the engineers was 
fent to the other fide of the town, to 
aflift Colonel Jakoblew in that attack. 

The befiegers held a council of war, 
and it was determined, as there was fuch 
a fcarcity of artillery and ammunition, 

2 to 
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to ftorm the covert-way. All the ne- 
ceflary arrangments were made. 

The fire of the befiegers was very 
ilack, owing to their want of ammuni- 
tion; but they worked the harder at 
the trenches, in order to approach near 
to the place, which the heavy fire from 
the works rendered very difficult and 
dangerous. 

To return to the befieged. Lieute- 
nant Ebel of the artillery was rendered 
unfit for duty, by an illnefs which at- 
tacked him in confequence of the great 
fatigue he was obliged to undergo, and, 
luckily for the befieged, Lieutenant 

Scheel, who had the care of the arfenal,

was able to take his place*. There

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were only one Non-commiffioned Offi*- 
fcer and 14 privates of the aftillery iti 
the garrifon. This number was not 
fufficierit to allow one artillery- man to 
feach battery. The Comnaandant had,' 
therefore, long been applying for a re- 
inforcement, and thirty experienced ar- 
tillery men were protnifed him : thefe 

were on their march to Colberg, with

the two battahons which are already 

.mentioned to have been intercepted by 

•General Palmbach's corps, and they re- 

. turned with them to Stettin. To gQt 

the better in fome meafure of the en> 

barraiTment which this occafioned, 1 20 

men were taken from the militia, and 

exercifed in the management of the 

guns, and employed in the batteries. 

As thefe people were obliged to remain 

day and night in the batteries, vi£tuals 

were di'effed fegularly for ihctn in the 

town, and carried to them on the ram- 

parts ; they Were very well fed ; and 

every 
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every care taken of them that could be 
under fuch drcumftances. Indeed the 
neceffary arrangments had been made^ 
fo as to infure to the whole garrifon a 
regular daily fupply of breads frefti 
meat, bacon , and vegetables; to this 
end the inhabitants of the adjacent 
villages had been obliged to bring in as 
much of every thing as could be wanted, 
before the town was inverted. This 
affiled greatly to keep the garrifon in 
health and fpirits. 

Among the . Burghers there were 
found fome few, who had formerly 
been in the artillery ; but a circumftance 
of much more confequence than this 
was, that, araongft thofe of the militia 
who were appointed to the guns, there 
were a great number, as well non- 
commiffioned officers as privates, who 
difcovered very good natural abilities^ 
and great inclination for the artillery 

Vol. II. X fervice. 
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fervice. Particular pains were of courier 
tsaken to in(lru6t thefe peopiCy and ia 
a ftiort time they became fo expert, 
that they could fafely be intruftcd with 
tfie diredtion of batteries. The great 
difficulty of all was, the fervice of the 
mortars* The few regular artillery 
men that w6re in the garrifoii under- 
ftood but little of this. However, Lieu-' 
tenant Scheel was indefatigable in his 
exertions, and difplayed much fcience 
and ability in that part of the fervice. 

About midnight a great alarm was 
occafioned by a heavy fire accompanied 
by loud (bouts, beginning on the ram* 
part on the Munde fide, and extending 
round the whole tdwn. The guards at 
the gates and thofe in the town beat to 
arms, artd it was generally thought that 
the Covert-way was attacked. The few 
foldiers and Burghers who were not on 
duty affembled on their alarm pofts,

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tHzdy to move to whatever quarter there 
taight appear to be mdft danger, Thfl 
befiegers likcwife got under ^rncis, and 
coi^cluded that the garrifon had made; 
a fally. In about an hour every thing 
Was quiet again, and both fides faw that 
it ^as only a falfe alarm. It was fup^ 
pofed that the commandant had ordered 
th\6, partly to interrupt the befiegers 
in their woyk, but principally to exer- 
cife the garriTon and Burghers in turn* 
ing out ;uid tepairing to their alarto* 
pods, and to make fuch an event fa-^ 
miliar to them4 

On the morning of the isthf, the 
battery at Saint Nicolas church, f, be* 
gan to play for the firft time. In the 
foregoing night the third battery was 
begun in the garden i the trenches were 
carried forward to the glacis, h, and 
gabions Were placed on the ridge of the 
Glacis. The befieged endeavoured to 

X 4 • prevent 
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prevent this by a very heavy grape fire, 
but , they could only annoy the work- 

* 

men from the baftion, N* 1 1, and from 
a part of the adjacent curtain, for thefe 
latter were covered to the left by the 
houfes, and on the right they were 
only a little expofed to the fire of the 
cavalier of the baftion, N i a. More- 
over, the battery of the baition, ii, 
was much too high, fb that in fa£t the 
befieged were now under its guns : the 
defence of this baftion, therefore, prin- 
cipally refted on the fmall arms. 

The befiegers continued to work the 
whole day ; they repaired what damages 
the different parts of the approaches 
had fuftained ; roofed the trenches in 
thofe parts which were moft expofed to 
the enemy's fire ; and carried a fap 
through the Glacis up to the pallifades. 

As it was now certain that the be- 
fiegers 
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iiegers intended to ftorm the Covert- 
way, the commandant did not think it 
advifable, with fo weak a ganifon, to 

1 

riik the event. With fo few troops, 
however brave they might be, it was 
impo^ble to defend it ; the lofs alfo 
which he might fuftain on the occafion 
was in his iltuation a very weighty 
confideration ; and added to this, it was 
poflible that the afTailants might force 
into the town with the gaitifon, as they 

V 

retreated from the Covert- way. He 
therefore drew all his troops into the 
body of the place ; had the bridge 
acrofs the ditch of the horn work, 1 6. 
deftroyed as far as the drawbridge, and 
all the temporary bridges acrofs the 
ditches removed ; the gate of the horn- 
work was barred, and a great quantity 
of dung thrown up againft it. Tlie 
garrifon and Burghers could now do 
duty jointly on the ramparts, and one 
half being fully fufficient to occupy 

X 3 their, 
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them, there never were more on duty 
at a time, which indeed the cold 
weatl^er and conilant rain made very 
peceflary.'-s^Th^re was no longer any 
' danger of a ftorm^ 'till the befiegers 
Should have completigd their paifage 
over the ditch, This, viz, the making 
1^ paffage over the bro^d and deep wet 
ditch was, confideriiig the forcp of the 
befiegers, next thing to an impoffibility : 
not becaufp the ditch was particularly 
>veil dpfepded, bqi becaufe the {luflians 
had not a fufficient number of mp(i tq 
work, and particularly bec^i^e they had 
4iQt heavy artillery and ammunition 
enough to difmount the guns which 
flanked the ditch, and tp fllenpe the fire 
of thp b^fieged. 

On the 14th the befiegers threw up 
^ traverfe in the middle of the flreet on 
a line with the third battery, i, and 
were bufy in preparing fcaling ladder?, 

gabiqns. 
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gabions, and fafcines. The fame even- 
ing they made a lodgment in the covert7 
way. As the befieged expelled it, major 
Kleiil, who commanded on that fide, 
had, with the approbation of the com- 
mandant, cut two embrafures, one in 
the curtain facing the head of the fap, 
and one in the flank of the homwork, 
with fo great a flope, that the guns 
could be fufficiently deprefled to rake 
the fap, and he had mounted cannon 
in them loaded with grape. The be-' 
fiegers were not aware of this. At firft 
they were not at all diflurbed in making 
this lodgment. AH the volunteers and 
officers carried fafcines in order to en- 
courage the foldiers ; but they were fo n 
difcovered from the ramparts. Perhaps 
this -was owing to the taking pofleffion 
of the outward barrier, which Colonel 

Tottleben^ did too precipitately with

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2o grenadiers, whofe bright brafs caps 
(hone by moonlight, and were eaiily 
feen through thjB portcullis. The be- 
iieged immediately began an a^oniih- 
ing heavy fire, particularly of grape 
ihot, from all the batteries on this fide, 
and efpecially from the guns in the twp 
embrafures above-mentioned. They aJfp 
kept up a brifk fire from the fmaU 
arms, and rifles. The firil fhot killed 
major Lauterbach, an officer who was 
much refpeifled ; befides this, two gre- 
nadiers were killed ; and two lieutenant^, 
op.e ferjeant, eight grenadiers, and fix 
raufketeers, wounded. 

This unexpeded fire occafioned ^ 
panick amongft the foldiers of the be- 
fiegers : tl^ey cjpferted their officers, and 

the whole of the fiege, and had rcqueftcd to be charged 
with the execution of this doty. In the RuiEan army 
}t is cafy for a volunteer to get a fmall command, and^ 
indeed, thofe receive great encouragement who arp rc- 
faarkable for bravery and abilities. — Juihcr.

fetiring 
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retiring in> great difbrder, fought flielter 
b^ind the hoiiies in the fuburb ; how- 
ever, they were fbon rallied, and brought 
forward again. They laid down till 
the grape fire began to ilacken, and 
then covered themfelves by g parapQt 
pf Gabions, 

In order to facilitate the getting poTf* 
feiiion of the covert-way, Colonel La- 
badie (a volunteer) was fent at the head 
of 200 grenadiers^ and Major Ver- 
meulen with the horfe grenadiers dif- 
mounted, to furprife the baflions of the 
new town, x 2 and t 3- But they found 
the captain and 5 o men who were polled 
in thefe baftioqs, in perfe(5t readinefs to 
receive them ; and as thefe works have 
a broad, deep wet ditch, they judged 
it advif^ble to defift from the attempt 
to carry them ; they returned without 
]iaving fuftained any lofs. 

The 
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The confiant rain, which lafted al* 
moft during the whole fiege, made the 
carrying on of the approaches very diffi- 
cult. It of courfe rendered the ground 
much more fwampy than it was natu- 
rally^ and in the firmeft parts the be-- 
iiegers came to water by finking a fpade 
deep. The trenchcg were therefore 
conftantly fall of water, and the troops 
fuflfered much in confequence* 

On this day the governor's ftables 
were fet on fire, but it was foon ex- 
tinguifhed *• 



The bridge of boats near Munde was 
in great danger of being carried away, 
as a ftorm at fea occafioned the river to 
fwell very much. 

m 

* Particular orders were given, that the Ihot and 
ihells (hould be direAed againft the ramparts^ and not 
fired into the town : but it is not poflible to fire with a 
howitz, as true as with a rifle.— /«/i&«r.. 
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. On the 1 5lh the befiegers fired very 
little, owing to their fcarcity of Am- 
mu&itioni »nd they received from the 
town ten Ihot for one the whole day 
through. I had remained during the 
preceding nighty with Colonel Tottle- 
bon, in the lodgment in the covert way* 
At the break, of day we faw, that part 
of the parapet had fallen down from 
the rampart of the body of the place ; 
it had the appearance of a breach^ 
which indeed it was very improbable 
that the few twelve-pound fliot which 
we had fired (hould have effedled : how- 
ever, Colonel Tottleben thought that 
this certainly was the cafe ; and, as he 
knew that Colonel Volkerfaamen, who 
commanded the artillery, had a parti- 
cular partiality for me, he defired me 
to beg of him "to allow a few fhots to 
be fired at this part of the rampart. I 
found the Colonel in the third battery, 
h, I ihewed him the rampart, and 

' ^fked 
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aiked him vrhat he thought of it ? He 
laughed at the idea of a breach^ but 
could not account for the circumftance. 
I requefted him to let the battery fire, 
faying, that perhaps the enemy's guns 
were difmounted. Certainly not, fays 
he, by our fire ; however, we will try, 
and you ihall have the £atisfa(5tion of 
pointing the guns yourfelf. 1 aimed 
at the cannon on the broken part of 
the rampart which were almoft entirely 
expofed, and the Colonel gave the word 
for firing. We had not fired three 
fliot, when we received a moft fevere 
round from all the batteries on this fide 
of the ramparts, and had three artillery 
men killed at our feet. We immedi- 
ately defiiled, as did alfo the befieged. 
It now appeared to us very plain, that 
the parapet had been thrown down on 
purpofe, in order that the guns might 
be depreffed more, as we had got al- 
moft under them. Of the befieged 

one 
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otiemuiketeer was killed on the rampart, 
and one of the heft artillery men, and a 
bui^her, badly wounded* 

The befiegers ftrengthened and raifed 
thdr batteries, in order to cover them- 
ftlves from the enemy's fire. 

The befi^[ed endeavouted to deihoy 
the battery at* St. Nicolas church, but 
they employed their heavieft artillery 
and mortars in vain, as it was con* 
ih*u£ted in a very fubftantial manner. 
The church was knocked to pieces on 
this occaiion. 

On the 1 6th the traverfe acrofs the

fireety i, was converted into a battery, 
and the unicorns mounted in it ^. 

* As new batteries wefe conftrufted, the artillery was 
brought into them out pf the old ones ; for the whole 
artillery on this fide cc^nfifted only of fix twelve- pound- 
ers, and fix unicorns, befides field pieces. In the attack 
en the other fide of the town, there were only two 
hpwitzes, befides field pieces. — Author.

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On this day General Stoffeln rod< 
round the whole town to Teconnoiti% 
accompanied by Colonel Oettingen and 
fome other officers* Amongft the reft 
} attended him. As we were apfHroaeh- 
ing the Lauenburg fuburb by th^ c»/aC»* 
way that is carried acrofs the montftf 

* 

two or three cannon (hot were fired at 
us; perhaps the gen^niL^ red cloak ^d 
the nnmbec of his^ Oiite might hvm 
attr^^led the iiotice of the befieged in 
this inftance, but it was ho uncommon 
thing even for iingle officers to be fired 
at from the works. 



As in the beginning of the fiege the 
Ruffians had no plan of the fortrefs, all 
of us who *were engineers made an 
agreement to reconnoitre the place as 
accurately as pojplible. We ufed to ap- 
proach within grape (hot of the works 5 
two generally went together, one of 
whom kept his eyes fixed on the enemy** 

batteriesi 
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batteries^ and when they prepared to 
fire/ both threw themfelves flat on the 
ground^ ahd'let the balls go over their, 
heads. On moon -light nights we ufed 
to ileal up to the pallifades of the covert 
way, and endeavour to form fome idea 
of the works by the (hade. It was 
vci^ aftoniftiing that with fo few ex* 
peiienced artillery men, they fired fo 
wdl and fo quick from the fortrefs, as 
tD make it dangerous to reconnoitre on 
horfeback. At firft the tower of Saint 

ft * 

Nicolas church was of ufe to us to re- 
coniioitre from) but as it lay clofe behind 
one of our batteries, • it was foon de- 
moliflied. 



The beiiegers on this day collected 

a 

two or three and twenty boats from 
Munde, and the fifhing villages, Deep, 
and Henkenhagen, for the execution of 
a project which I ihall take notice of in 
the fequel. Information of it was car- 
JL ried 
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fled into thfc town on the fame evening 
by the inhabitants of the fuburbs. The 
cidmrnandant concluded from this cir- 
^umilance, that the Ruffians intended to 
affault the town on thie fide next to the 
river. He faw, however, that he had 

little to fear fronl ftich an undertakings 

» 

foi* in the fifft place the Whole number 
df boats could not contaiii above one 
hundred men befides the rowers; and 
fecondly, they would be obliged to force 
the boom that was acrofs the rivet 
under the fire of two works. Allowing 
alfo, that they furmounted this firft 
difficulty, and that thofe who efcaped 
attempted to take the horn work, 1 6, in 
the rear, they would find in it a poft of 
I CO men ready to receire them. How* 
ever, that no precaution might be neg- 
lei^ed, two camion were placed on the 
e^ge of the river near the guard, and 
pointed fo, that they enfiladed the river ; 
and the guard was ftrengthened. As 
2 the 
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the Ruffians had no intention of fuch 
an undertakings the boats were brought 
into the trenches and quietly depofited 
there. 



Every thing remained ftill during 
this night; the befiegers did not fire 
owing to a want of ammunition; 

On the 17 th Lieutenant Ingleftrom* 
and I difcovered the fally port gate, N^ 
20^ by which the befieged could con- 
ftantly receive fupplies and intelligence. 
We reported this to General Stoffeln^ 
who immediately ordered a party of 
Goflacks to be ftationed on that fide of 
the town. 



As fome defertersr informed the be- 
iiegers of the fituation of the powder 
magazines N^ 8- they pointed their

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artillery principally towards thofe fpots, 
and kept up as brifk a fire the wliole 
mornings as the fmall quantity of am* 
munition would admit. of. The tower 
of the Muhlcngate was fet on fire by a 
carcafs^ but it was loon extttiguiihed* 

A heavy ftorm of wind and raia 
rendered the working in the trenches 
very difficult. In this ttorm 22 RuffiaB 
tranfports were loft off the point of 
land between Stolpe and Rugenwalde. 
They were laden with grain, flour, 
beer, and all forts of provifions, as well 
as ammunition, and were on their way 
from Riga, Memel, and Konigfberg, to 
Colberg. 

On the 1 8th, the fifth battery, fc, 
was completed, and the beliegers began 
to work at a gallery to defcend into the 
ditch b. The difficulty of paffing a 
broad, deep wet ditch is too well known 

to 
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to require demonftration, and the Ruf- 
fians were in want of every requifite to 
eflfeiSt it. As they had only fix twelve- 
pounders, and not a fufficiency of balls 
for even that fmali number, they could 
neither difmount the enemy's guns, nor 
attempt to make a breach. Generals 
Sto£feln and Palmbach, as well as bri- 
gadier Berg, and colonel Volkerfaamen, 
were men of abilities and approved 
courage, and to fuch people the idea of 
fpending {q much time before this 
place to no purpofe was infupportable. 
They left, therefore, nothing untried 
to accomplifh their point, however dif- 
ficult the execution might be ; and, as^ 
owing to their fmall number of troops, 
and great dearth of every necefTary for 
carrying on a Hege, they had little to 

hope from real fcience or force', they 

*. 

refolved to try fome other means. It 
was determined to carry on the gallery 
or covered fap to the counterfcarp of 

Y a the 



r^ 
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the body of the place, and to make ati 
appareille into the ditch. Rafts of flrong 
beams, furniflied with ftrong timber 
blinds, were prepared ready for putting 
together; thefe were to be carried piece 
by piece into the covert-way, there 
joined, and the raft, thus conftruAcd, 
was to be let down the above men- 
tioned flope or appareille upon rollers. 
Uix)n thefe rafts 30 volunteers were tb 
pafs the ditch, and endeavour to make 
a lodgment under the baftion. They 
thought to frighten the commandant 
and the garrifon by this bold under- 
taking, and to prevail upon them to 
capitulate upon advantageous terms be- 
ing offered. Should it, however, not 
have the defired efFedl, they refolved, as 
the garrifon was fo weak, to endeavour 
to ftorm the fortrefs on all fides by 
means of thefe rafts, and the boats 
which had been colledled, making ufe 
of fcaling ladders to mount the ramparts. 
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« 

I'o this end the troops were very bufily 
employed in preparing the rafts and 
ladders. It was at the fame time de- 
termined to carry on regular approaches 
on the Lauenburg fide ; for as yet Go* 
lonel Jakoblew had not advanced nearer 
than the battery, q. from which he had 
thrown (hells into the town. The fol- 
lowing fubftantial reafons argued 
jftrongly in favour of this laft men- 
tioned attack, 

I.) The befiegers had now difco- 
vered that their attack was direifled 
againft the ftrongeft fide of the for- 
trefs -^, and that it ought to have been 
carried on againft the right face of the 
baftion, 14, on the Lauenburg fide. 
This face was only flanked by the work

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on the fmall ifland, N^ 17. The 
Ravelin, i8, was in the fame iituation 
as the works of the new town are above 
defcribed to have been in, and was not 
fufEciently raifed and repaired to de-^ 
fend the baftion, 14 *• 

If the Ruffians had been provided 
with a fufficient quantity of heavy ar- 
tillery and ammunition, they muft have 
fuccceded in an attack on this fide of 
Colberg; for, after difraounting the 
guns on the right face and flank of the 
baftion, 14, and deftroying the de- 
fences • of this part of the works, they 
could crofs the canal, which is not very 
broad, arjd take pofleffion of the work, 
N'' 17. They would then be expofed 
to no fire except from the houfes ia 
the town ; confequently they could ef-

fe£t 
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ledt a pailage over the fecond canals 
which feparates this work from the 
town. However, in this fiege, the 
qiieftion was, not what ougbi to be done 
according to the rules, but what could 
be done under fuch circumilances« 

2.) As the hcfiegers were almoft 
entirely deftitute of the neceflary ttores 
and materials for carrying on a (iege 
in the ufual manner, the plan of crof- 
fing the ditch by rafts, and affaulting 
the place as above defcribed, afforded 
at leaft a greater probability of fuccefs 
than any other fcheme. Now it was 
very natural to conclude, that the af- 
fault was more likely to fucceed, if at- 
tempted pn different parts of the works 
at the fame time. It was, therefore, 
determined to carry a fap through the 
covert-way into the ditch on the 
Lauenburg fide.

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The gate which formed the entrance 
into the Lauenburg fuburb from the 
caufe-way was fhut, and the befiegers 
did not know whether or. not it was 
guarded, and the fuburb occupied by 
the enemy. A few hufTars were there- 
fore fent thither in the forenoon, who 
knocked at the gate, and gave them- 
felves out for deferters ; but as the in- 
habitants refufed them admittance till 
they (hould fend into the town and re- 
ceive orders for that purpofe, they re- 
turned to the camp as faft as xx)ffible. 
In the evening a ftrong detachment 
marched up to this gate, forced it open, 
took iX)fleffion of the fuburb, and 
puflied on potts towards the town, which 
covered themfelves by means of the 
houfes and bains. 



An Officer was fent again with a 

trumpeter to fummon the place. He 

announced himfelf at the Munde-gate, 

I but 
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but as the bridge on this fide was taken 
away^ and the gate blocked up with 
dung, he was delired to go round to 
the Lauenburg-gate. He rode round 
on the GlaciSi and the Commandant 
met him at the chevaux ' de frifes, and 
received the letter from him with his 
Qwn hand. This was couched in the 
moft perfuafive and, at the fame time, 
threatning terms ; and was to the fol- 
lowing purport : " That the Com- 
^^ mandant would have reafon to lament 
*^ the mifery of the inhabitants if the 
^^ town was taken by ftorm* That, 
** however inclined the Ruffian OfiBcers 
^^ might be to humanity, ftill it was 
** impoiUble for them to reftrain the 
'* fbldiers on thefe occafions, and con- 
** fequently the inhabitants would be 
f* expofed to the moft (hocking treat- 
« ment. That he (namely, the Com- 
** mandant) by his long and brave de- 
** fenc« with fo "vyeak a garrifon, and 

" without 
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« without hopes of beittg relieved, had 
*^ done every thing that could be ex« 
<* pe^ed from him by his King aod 
**" Country, and that it would be aa 
** ill-timed obftinacy to perfev^e till 
^' he brought deftrucStioti upon the 
** town, and all thofe who were in it.* 
The Commandant went into the guard* 
^oufe, and wrote an anfwer to this 
effe(£t, viz. " That he was very fenfible 
*< of the Ruffian GeneraVs confideratioa 
*' for the garrifbn and burghers, and 
** agreed with him perfectly in that 
** refpe<5t. 'That nobody could be more 
'* dedrous than he was of fparing an 
" effafion of blood. But thdt the pofr- 
** tive i>rders which he had received to 
<* maintain his poft, would quiet bis 
" own confcience, and juftify him in 
^^ the eyes of his King and Country, f£ 
" he perfifted in defending Colberg to 
*^ the laft extremity, which he certainlf 
*^ would do." He gave the Officer tbk 

letter^ 
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letter^ and informed him> that he muft 
not return by the Glacis ; but that, if 
he Wilhed to pafs in fafety, he muft take 
the common road acrofs the Munde 
field, and fo round by Munde. 

From feven. o'clock in the morning 
till nine fome ihells were thrown, and a 
grape fire kept up againft the ramparts. 
The befieged had no men killed ; but 
a much greater misfortune happened 
ta them : a howitz (hell broke the leg 
of Lieutenant Scheel of the artillery, 
whom I have mentioned before, and he 
was obliged to be carried off the rampart 
into his quarters. Confidering their great 
deficiency in artillery men, this was a 
fevere lofs indeed. During Lieutenant 
•EbeFs illnefs, Lieutenant Scheel had com-- 
manded the whole artillery with great 
ability, and had annoyed the befiegers 
extremely. Lieutenant Ebel was luckily 
fo far recovered, that he had been in 

the 
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the arfenal for fome days paft, fuper^ 
intending the filling of the fhells, and 
the other works in the labratory': 

therefore, on this accident happening, 

» 

he immediately returned to his duty on 
the ramparts, and continued it during 
the remainder of the fiege. 

This night every thing was quiet on 
the Munde fide ; but as the befiegers 
were working on the Lauenburg fide, 
the garrifon kept up a heavy fire on 
them from the ramparts, both of fhot 
and fhells. The trenches on this fide 
were opened within 300 paces of the 
counterfcarp, under cover of the houfes. 

On the 1 9th the befieged made every 
poflible preparation to refift this attack, 
but they could only bring three guns of 
the ravelin, 18. to bear upon it; to 
thefe the befiegers were entirely ex- 
pofed, and indeed they were in fome 

meafuro 
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4 

tneafure enfiladed by them ; however, 
as the ravelin had funk confiderablyy 
and was not yet fufficiently repaired, it 
could at mod be reckoned but a very 
moderate defence. 



About twenty years before this pe* 
riod, a Major General Sack, who was 
Commandant of Colberg, had at the 
«fjueft of an engineer ordered a high 
csi^aliejr, which was on the baftion, N^ 
14, tol>e removed. The engineer was 
of opinion, that they gave the enemy a 
great advantage in mining, and confe- 
quently that they were more- hurtful 
than ufeful % The befieged now la- 

* I conclude that the engihcecr premifecT, tliat the 
fiiburbs were thrown down and the ground cleared in 
front of the Glacis : for tlie fire from a cavalier is too 
plunging, and of no effcft, except whilft the encrty is 
at a diftance, as- he foon gets under tlie guns : befidea^ 
they le%ve no room for making a retrenchment in the 
baftion, and they give the enemy too much earth to

mented 
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mented the lofs of the cavalier; fbf 
they thought, that, if it had ftill re- 
mained, they might have come at the 
attack, at leaft with plunging (hot. 

Colonel Schmeling commanded on 
thi^ fide of the works, and was very 
Vigilant. ^ 

The Commandant wilhed very mujfb 
to take' a few Ruffians prifoners ; and 
as he had obferved that fbme of them 
often went with waggons to get grain 
and forage from the bams in front of 
the Muhlen>gate, he ient out a voluute^ 
Non-commiffioned Officei* and five men 
to watch, and endeavour to furprife 
them. The party returned in tlie even- 
ing with three futtlers waggons, and 
five horfes, but no prifoners. 

As the country on this fide of the 
fortrefs was commanded by the works 

of 
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of the new tawn, «id as the grain in 
.the town began to grow dear, the Com- 
mandant allowed fuch of the burghers 
as had bams in front of the Muhlen- 
gate, to (end out people to thralh and 
bring in the grain *. 

On the Munde fide the beiieged . cut 
another embrafure in the curtain with 
fuch a Hope as to admit of a great de- 
prefii<Mi of the gun ; in this they placed 
a cannon, smd pointed it diredtiy againft 

» 

the head of the fap, L As foon as the 
gallery was opened into the ditch, they 

« 

kept up fuch a heavy grape-fire from 
this embrafure, that it was impoffible 
to let the rafts down into the <[titch and 
man them. 

On this day the befiegers received k 
Hipply of ammunition ; and their fire,

4. which 
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which had been very flack for foiot 
dayS) began again with vigours 

* 

In the night, a battery, s. Was begun 
between the houfes on the fide of 
Larienburg, but it nQver was completed. 

On thfe 2oth, as the befiegcrs could 
not difmount the PrufiQan batteries, ow- 
ing to their want of heavy artillery, 
they carried the gallery of the fifft at^ 
tack away to the right round the covert- 
way towards the Perfantft, m. in order 
to avoid the Pruiiian fire, and with a 
view to break through into the ditch 
at o. where they couM not be enfiladed 
from th'e works. On the fide of the 
fecond attack the water was drawn off 
from the canal, r. The wood of alder- 
trees, called the Matze, fornifhed faf- 
cines for the approaches on this' fide; 
The befiegers worked hard at the bat- 
tery, s« but were very much impeded by 

ih9 
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the jPruffian (hells ; however, as they 
had now a good flock, of ammunition, 
they were not behind hand in return- 
ing the fire. 

On the 2 ift the befieged kept up an 
uncommon heavy fire, particularly of 
Ihells, againft the fecond attack, which 
greatly retarded the working, more 
efpecially as the houfeis and garden 
walls and paling were now knocked 
down, and the workmen of courfe ex- 
pofed; this made it neceffary for the 
bcfiegers to intrench themfelves behind 
the walls, and take meafures to cover- 
themfelves againft the ftones that were 
flying about in great numbers. 

The befiegers made a pretty brifk 
fire from the firft attack, and the flraw 
magazine, 23. was fet on fire by a fhell 
which fell into it : this was quite acci- 
dental, for the Ihot and Ihells were

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diretfted agaiaft the attacked baftion, 
II*, and the powder magazines, 8. as 
alfo againfl the batardeau, with a view 
to let the water out of the ditch into 
the river, and thus facilitate the paflage

of the ditch. Nothing could be far- 
ther from the intention of the Ruffians 
than the burning of the town. A few 
days before this, there was a very high 
weftcrly wind, and 1 was prefent, when 
an officer propofed to General Stoflfela 

to fet fire to the hay and ftraw maga- 

» 
zine*, as the wind would carry the 

flames into the town* ^' What good 

^* would that do ?*• faid the general ; 

*^ do you think that a brave Com- 

*^ mandant will furrcnder the place be- 

* This might cafily have been done by means of car- 
cailes or burning arrows. This latter method is as fol- 
lows I viz. lighted fpunk mixed with fulphur is bound 
on the point of an arrowi and (hot from a bow. This 
is a very good way to fet fire to hay and ftraw, or dry 
woody fucb as planks or ihingles, and it may be done 
fi^ithottt the enemy's perceiving il^^^Juthsr.

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** caufe the houfes are burnt ?— By 
** tuch an a6t we (hall draw upon our- 
** felves the epithets of barbarous and 
*^ inhuman : let us then fhew that we

** pleafure in the fufferings of our fel- 
'* low-creatures.^ 

The accidental burning of the ftraw 
inagazine oh this day, viz, the aift, 
ifiight have - been very detrimental to 
the town, as the wind blew very hard 
all the morning from the fouth weft, 
and, owing to the ftacks being high, 
the flames could eaiily have been com- 
mVinicated to the adjacent houfes. But 
luckily the wind fell juft as the fire 

» 

began, and a gentle tain came on ; this 
occafioned the magazine, which was 
roofed with deal j^ktnks, to bum like a 
candle; and, owing to a gentle raiti 
falling at the time, it was twenty-four 
hoprs before the whole was confumed.

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It was curious enough that the hay 
magazme, which was within lixty paces

of the other, received no damageip 
Every preparation was made in the 
town to obviate,, as much as poffible, 
the evil confequences that might have 
enfued from this accident. 

The fire of the befieged againft the 
fecond attack continued to be very 
heavy, and the befiegers anfwered it 
as well as they could. 

During the night the approaches on 

the Lauenburg fide were advanced i o o 

paces towards the falient angle of the 

covert- way of the baftion, 14. where a 

battery, t« was begun, as they were 

obliged to defift from the attempt to 

conftriidt the battery amongft the 

jhoufes, s, 

» 

On the 2 2d little progrefs was madie 
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m the fap of the firft attack, as well as 
ia the conftrudlion of the battery of the 
fecond, owing to the very heavy firq 
from the works. The befiegers were 
obliged to cover themfelves particularly 
well over head; for their weak fire 
could neither difmount any of the ene- 
my's guns, nor even drive their rifle- 
men from the ramparts of the attacked 
baftions. The befieged paid particular 
attention to th^ Lauenburg fide, know- 
ing it to be the weakeft 'part of the for- 
trefs. They took great pains to put 
every part of the works which flanked, 
or could in any degree contribute to 
the defence of the attacked baftion, N^ 
1 4, into as good order as poffible. 

Many years previous to this period 
9 fmall battery of two cannon had been 
made on the town wall juft by the 
large manufadlory ; it was concealed by 
^ treCi and had been hitherto little

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known or thought of; but the tree 
was now cleared away, guns wer^ 
mounted in the embrafures, and the 
battery was made ufe of with cpqfider-i! 
able advantage againft the befiegers *^ 
It lay high, and confequently com- 
manded the approaches. The firft fhots 
from it furprifed the befiegers a ^ooc^ 
deal, particularly as they could not d^^ 
coyer from whence they carpe* 

The Rayelinj^ i8. was put intp fuch, 
a flate as to contribute to the defence ; 
its fire flanked the approaches, fb that 
the working on this fide became d^fl^-i 
cult and dangerous* 

On this day the befiegers did not fire 
till 4 o'clock in tl^e afternoon, pa^ly 
becaufe it was Sunday, and partly bpn

caiife they were obliged to be fparing 
of their ammunition. In this interval 
the town was threatened with a feriaus 
calamity. About 1 1 o'clock in the fore- 
noon a fmoke was perceived to iflue 
from the tower of the large church, 
N^ L * A workman immediately ran to 
the church, and got up into the tower 
with the fexton. They perceived a 
fiiipke, but could find no fire. They- 
then went into the belfry, where they 
found a beam burning. As this beam 
lay rather high, the one got up a ladder 
in order to reach it, and the other 
hand^icl h^tx) p^ils of water. This water 
w^s conftantly kept in large coppers on 
the loft, and in the tower of the church, 
by way of precaution, particularly in 
caie of accidents by lightning. Thefc

About four o'clock in the afteroon 
the befiegers threw fome ihells^ which, 
though diredled only againft the ram- 
parts, did great damage to the adjacent 
lioufes. 



In the night there wag a general 
alarm in the garrifon, which was oc- 
cafioned by the relief of the poft of 
Coflacks, that was ftationed in front of 
the fally port gate, marching too near 
to the Glacis. 



As the decreafe of the moon made if 
natural to expert dark nights, and as thd 
befieged were apprehenfive of an affault^ 
they prepared light balls. Hpwever, 
the ftar-light nights which fucceeded 
rendered the ufe of them unnecefTary.

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Oil the 23d the befiegers worked 
with the greateft diligence, but liardly 
fired at all, as it was judged proper to 
fave the ammunition for the intended 
ftorm.

The befje^ed had ftill an ample ftock 
of ' proyilipns, but. as the wood began 
to run Ihort, and as there was a con-

Diredlions 
were given for the batteries of the new 
town to protect them on this occ^pn

On the a 4th the beiiegers took the 
greateft pains on the Munde fide to de- 
firoy the batardeau, and open the fluices. 
In tho night fome cannon wero fent 
from this to the fecond attack, to the 
end that every effort might be made to 
difmount the guns of the bailion, 1 4 ; 
part of the trench was^ therefore, taken

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Ou the a 7 th the Ruffians fired a feu 
de joye in confequence of the vidtory 
obtained by the Auftrians over the 
Pruffians at Hochkirchen. The troops 
that were in the camp, as well as thofe 
on all the different polls, turned out 
on this occaiion : the batteries and the 
troops in the trenches fired the volley 
with t)aH againft the town. The be-* 
fieged Teturned the compliment, and 
their fire had the greateft effedt, as they 
could partly fee the Ruffians, and partly 
difcover their exa6t fituation by th^ 
fmoke.

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By this time the Prufiian Gerieril 
Platen had advanced to Spie, as is m(^ii-> 
tioned in the fore;going Se<5tion *. The 
RulHan advanced poft, which hd attacked 
there, as is before defctibed, retiir^d to 
Sellnow, and greatly magnified the 
ftrength of the Pniffi'an corps. The 
officer Rationed at this place, reported 
to General Palmbach, that General 
Platen was advancing with a ftrong 
corps to relieve the place. As General 
Palmbach's troops were very much di- 
vided, and confequently could not wait 
an attack in that fituation, it was de*>- 
termined to raife the liege the fame 
night, and orders to that e£fe<^ were fent 
to every poft* The (hot were faved in 
cafe an action fhould take place, but all

In the afternoon a Ruffian veilel ar- 
rived with provifions and military ftores 
from Konigfberg, but as its cargo was 
no longer wanted, it was fent back 
again.

In the night the troops quitted their 
pofts, and affembled on the heights 
near Golberg : thofe on the Munde fide 
tnoved round by the Munde Fiel^ 
through the Lauenburg fuburb, and 
acTofs the caufeway ; the outpofts at . 
Sellnow and Werder croiTed the Perfante 
by the bridge of communication at 
Rofentin, which they deftroyed as foon 
as they were over it; and the corps 
thus united marched a German mile and 
a half to Stecknow.

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Notwithftandirig the iilence with 
\rhich thefe movements were made, the 
befieged difcovered- them, and kept up 
a- heavy fire from the rampal-ts, which 
had little efk&.f o^ing to the darkhefs b| 
khenight. 



On the 36th in the morning thie in- 
habitants of the fuburbs carried intelli- 
gence into the town of this retreat.. As 
the bridge in: front of the Munde gate 
had been taken away, and the gate 
blocked up> it was impoffible to get out 
on that fide, but the Laufenburg gate 
was opened at eight o'clock in the morn- 
ing, after a previous accurate exami- 
nation of the' environs. Strong parties 
of the garrifoh and Burghers went out 
with fpades and pickaxes to fill up the 
trenches, and dettroy the approaches ; 
(they all took their, arms with them) and 
the gabions, fafcines, and apparatus for 

ftorming 
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ttdrming the place, were taken into the 
town in waggons. A numbei* of people 
went out to dxaitnine the Ruffian works ; 
and feme of thbm ventured fo far as 
where the Ruffian caiUp had flood be- 
hind the Nunns wood. Thofe who re- 
mained there too long, were furpfized 
and plundered by the Coflacks, and part 
of them were carried prifoners into 
General Palmbach's camp at Stecknow. 
The fort major was of the number, but 
after having plundered him they let him 
^o again. The engineer officer efcaped 
by the fwiftnefs of his horfe. The 
prifoners were only a non-commiffioned 
officer who gave himfelf up as a de- 
ferter, and a few burghers. General 
Palmbach was very much furprized to 
learn from the people, that no fuccours 
had yet arrived : he kept them ia the 
camp that night ; treated them very 
well, and fent them hack again the 
next morning.

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The clocks in the town were per- 
mitted to flrike again^ and numbers of 
people were employed, both burghers 
and countrymen, in deftroying the ene- 
my^s batteries and approaches. 

The bridge of boats at Munde was 
broke up in order to keep off the Cof- 
facks, who were ftill hovering about 
the place* The gates were ftiut at fun 
fet, and the ramparts lined as ufual. 

General Palmbach now perceived 

that he had been deceived by this feint 

« 

of General Wpberfnow*s. To return 
and begin the liege a third time after 
all the approaches were deftroyed, was 
not advifable, particularly as the feafon 
was fo far advanced ; and indeed, the 
undertaking a fiege in which the troops, 
owing to the want of the neceflary pre- 
vious preparations, muft facrifice their 
lives without a probability of fuccefs^ 

could 
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could not be other wife than very re- 
pugnant to their inclination. However, 
the General refolved to try if he could 
not take the town 'by furprife. As he 
had learned from the prifoners that 
fome hundred men of the garrifon, to- 
gether with a great number of burgh- 
ers, went out every morning to fill up 
the trenches, it was determined to fur- 
prife them by means of an ambufcade 
on the Lauenburg fide, and to force 
into the town either before or with 
them. To this end a detachment 

t 

marched out of the camp in the night, 
coniifting of all the companies of gre- 
nadiers, and fome hundred huffars and 
horfe grenadiers. 

The grenadier companies were di- 
refted to march by an unfrequented 
road, and take poft in the Lauenburg 
fuburb, there to remain perfedtly filent 
and dill till the gates were opened, and

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the garrifon and burghers came out to 
proceed with their work; they were 
then to fall upon them, and endeavour 
to force into the town. The cavalry 
were to halt in the Matze wood ; and 
as foon as the infantry had made them- 
felves mafters of the gate, they were to 
haften to their fupport, and gallop 
through the ftreets to prevent the af- 
fcmbling of the garrifoii. But the gre- 
nadiers were difcovered too foon on 



The 3. 1 ft, and the garrifon- got time 
to aflemble and form. Some burghers 
had heard the Ruflians talking in a 
barn, atid called to themr, ^^ Ruffians, 
" turn out !" They did fo,- and the 
alarm fpread immediately. Major KJeift, 
who was prefent, haftened to Lieute- 
nant Colonel Schmeling,. whofe party, 
confiding of about 150 men, was under 
arms on the counterfcarp dofe to the 
gate. They now faw 300 Ruffian gre- 
4 nadiers 
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nadiers advancing from the fuburb. 
They decided in an inftant* Major 
Kleift^ at the head of 50 men^ went 
(diredtly againft them ; and the Lieute* 
nant Colonel, with the remaining 100, 
moved oflf to the right, in order to get 
round the RufHans by means of a crofs 
ftreet, and fall on them in the rear : 
preparations were inftantly made on the 
jramparts to fupport thefe troops with 
the cannon. At the diftance of fifty 
paces Major Kleift gave them a fire 
with fuch eficdt, that the Commanding 
Officer and fifteen men fell: this 
checked the Ruffians ; they flopped to 
fire * ; and gave way, owing, probably, 
to their Commander's death. The Major 

* This was the great error. The Officer ought to 
have juft let one or two fliots be fired to haflcn the, ad- 
vance of the reft of the troops, particularly the cavalry, 
and attacked the Pruffians with the bayonet.

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charged them, and purfued them to 
Saint George's church yard, N*" 28. 
Here the Pruffians received a difcharge 
of grape out of a dragoon unicorn, 
which killed three men, mortally 
wounded a Non-commiffioned Officer, 
and hurt the Major in the left hand« 
Upon this the huflars and horfe grena- 
diers Ihe wed themfelves ; but, on Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Schmeling's advancing 
againft them, they gave way*. The 
two Pruflian parties now fell back in 
the beft order under the cannon of the 
fortrefs on to the Glacis ; and the Ruf* 
iian detachment began its march to 
yejoin general Palmbach, the cavalry 

♦ This was a great fault in the Commanding Officer, 
On fuch occafions as thefc, tlie moft determined rcfo- 
lution, nay, even raflinefs, is neceffary.

covering 
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coT^ing the infantry. Thus a well 
planned enterprife failed^ partly owing 
to the forefight and good arrangments 
of the Commandant of Golberg, and 
the bravery of his Officers; partly to 
the timidity of the Ruffian Officers, and 
their neglecting to fupport each pther 
properly ; but above all, to the arabuf- 
cade of the grenadiers not obferving the 
moft profound filence* 

During this attack the Ruffians bad 
thrown fome fhells into the town out of 
two unicorns from the Matze wood, by 
which fome damage was done to the 
Gloifter church. 



On the I ft of November, General 
Palmbach's corps began its march to the 
main army, which it joined on the 6tli*

The Pruflians fpoke much in praife 
of the good difcipline of General Palm- 
bach's corps, and the generous huma- 
nity of the Ruffian Officers. General 
Palmbach gave, during the fiege, fafe 
guards to the adjacent villages without 
any recompence in return ; and no in- 
Jury whatever was oflFered to the inha* 
hitants of the fuburbs?^. The deliveries 

which 

* The gencrofily of the Ruffian Officers extended fo 
fsLVf tliat they not only did not injure the inhabitants of 
the fubtirb^, though they knew that they carried^ intel- 
ligence into tlie town ; but Brigadier Berg fupporfed 
thofe whofe houfcs were knocked down, and who had 
hothing to live upon, He«gave them money and elcoits, 
in order that they might fetch bread from the adjacent 
villages. Plenty and tranquillity reigned every where, 
as if no enemy had been in the country.'

^ I ^HE end propofed by the intto- 
"*• du(5tion of this fe£tioii is, to ac- 
cuftom unexperienced officers to con- 
iider and refle<5t upon great military 
events, in order that, if they are in fu- 
2 ture 
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ture intrafted with the. execution of 
important and hazardous undertakings^ 
the novelty of the thing may not de- 
prive then:^ of their prefence of mind^ 
and that "a fmall difficulty or accident^ 
which jt was impoffible to forefee, may 
not alanii them, and caufe the failure 
of the enterprife, by the flurry and ir* 
refolution which it might occafion in 
the Commander. 



I formed the plan which is to be the 
fubjefSt of this ledlion immediately after 
the liege, but a variety of reafons pre- 
vented me from laying it before the 
Ruffian Generals. My knowledge of 
the fortrefs and its environs confirm me 
in the opinion, that it might have been 
carried into execution in the latter end 
of 1758, or the beginning of 1759^

If the Ruffians are employed in of* 
feniive or defenfive operations in Bran-» 
denburg and Pomerania^ their primary 
pbjedl ought mo{^ certainly to be, the 
getting pofleflion of Colberg, which, 
from its fituation, muft in either cafe 
be to them the moft necefTary and im- 
portant pqft in the whole country. Had 
they in the foregoing campaign been 
mafters of this harbour, they might 
have received by fea their fupplies of 
all^military ftor^s and fubfiftence, as well 
98 reinforcements and recruits, the tranif- 
porting of which by land is very diffi* 
cult and tedious io all cafes, but more 
efpecially where the diftance is fo great 
as in the prefent inftance* This latter 
circumftance often occafions difappoint- 
ment in the arrival of convoys, and a 
confequent dearth of every neceflary, 
of the great difadvantage of which the 
jfTue of this campaign is an example. 
At the fiege of Cuftrin the Ruffians 

were 
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were greatly in want of heavy artillery, 
particularly of mortars. By means of 
a plan which they found in the fuburb, 
and from the reports of deferters, they 
difcovered the fituation of the powder 
magazine; and if they could have 
blown it up, poffibly the garrifon would 
have furrendered ; btit, however expert 
the cotps of artillery might have beeri, 
it was impoflible to break through thd 

■ 

roof of a fubterraneous magazine with 
34lbtf (hells ; whereas, if they had had 
92 lb. fhells, they could certainly have 
effected it. The fcarcrty of cannoii 
balls at this liege was alfo evident, by 
General Fermer's defiring that they 
might be fpared for the approaching 
battle. After the battle of Zornfdorf 
the fcarcity of powder and ball was fo 
great, that I believe I am right when I 
fay, that this was the principal reafbn 
\vhy the Rtiffians, who were ftill twice 
as ftrong as the Pruffians, did not unt 

dertake 
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dertake more^ or, at leaft, that it was the 
chief caufe of the ill fuccefs of the 
fiege of Colberg. Allowing alio that 
it was the want of fubfiftence which iti- 
duced the Ruflians to abandon all Bran- 
denburg and Pomerania, this want^ as 
well as that of ammunition, would eaiilf 
have been fupplied, or rather avoided, 
by the pofieflion of this convenient har-* 
boun 



Another weighty reafon for occupy- 
ing Colberg was, that the nature of the 
environs is fuch as to afiFord a fmall 
army an advantageous pofition, in which 
it can defend itfelf againft a very fupe- 
rlor force : to this the Ruflians might 
have retreated, let them have been ever 
fo unfortunate in the campaign, and 
waited in fafety for the arrival of a 
reinforcement by fea.

The above confiderations made it 

natural 
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natural to coDdude, that the foregoing 
campaign would have opened by the 
fiege of this fbrtrefs, but perhaps Ge« 
neral Fermer had important reafons for 
adopting a different plan of operations : 
thefe, as well as the reafons which in-

duced him at laft to detach foiu* thou- 

» 

fand men to Colberg, inflead of march- 
ing thither with his whole army^ I 
cannot pretend to divine, nor fliall I 
attempt to difcover them. All that I 
purpofe in this fecSUon is, to fhew how 
the fortrefs could moft eaiily have been 
t^en, proceeding upon my knowledge 
of it and the environs. 



Colberg, as may be feen in PK lo. 
is furrounded with moraflfes interfedfced 
by canals, and in the fpring and autumn, 
which are in general rainy feafons, it 
cannot be approached. The only ap- 
proach to the new town is by a long 
paved caufe way, qalled the Stettin caufe- 

way; 
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Way. The ground is firmeft on thtf 
Munde fide, yet even there you come 
to water by finking an ell deep. Thif

makes it diflScult to carry on the trenches; 
they muft be raifed by means of fa- 
fdtie§ if you mean to make them of a 
proper d^pth, and thefe mud alio be 
made ufe of to render the bottom of 
the trenches firm and dry. This fide 
bf the town is the ftrongeft, and it is 
f urnifhed with a good hbrnwork; The 
Weakeft point of the fortrefs is on the 
Lauenburg fide> next to the river*. 
There is a wdrk there which is fepa- 
rated from the town by a canal^ and 
confifls of nothing but a fimple parapet| 
M^ithout any ditch, N"" 17. PL ioi I 
conclude that it was judged unneceflary 
to ftrengthen this part any more with 
Works, becaufe the morafs and water 
make the approach to it fo difficult }

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t)ut a hard froft would obviate' thefe 
difficulties; and as you can advance 
\ip* to the covert way of the adjacent 
baftion, N^14. as alfo to within 200 
paces of the above-mentioned work, 
ijy linder cover of houfes, gardens^ 
and paling^ I am of opinion that it would 
be poflible to Airprife and carry the 
town by ftorm on this fide^ provided 
that the undertaking was executed with 
proper forefight and refolution. 

A regular fiege would occafion a 
great confumption of time and men, 
particularly as the works are l\irrotinded 
with broad, deep, wet ditches^ which 
can be filled l>y means of the batar- 
deaux with which they are furniihed.

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hfcavy artilleryi particuratlf mdrtars^ 
muft immediately follow, in order that^ 
if the attempt to furprife and ftorm th^ 
place failS) the corps may inveft if, and 
upon the arrival of the heavy artillery 
begin a regular liege. In this laft cafe 
the King of Pruflia might detach a corpsf 
out of Saxony to raife the iiege j it would 
therefore be advifable for the whole 
Ruffian army to affemble, and threatert 
a movement againft Franckfurt, oi' 
Croflfen^ which would prevent the Pruf-* 
fians from relieving Colberg, and harrafs 
their army by a winter campaign* 

My reafon fot propofing the ifiovd 
towards CrolTen or Franckfurt, rathei* 
than Cuftrin, is^ that the country be- 
tween Colbei'g and Cuftrin was fo de- 
llroyed in the foregoing campaign as M 
make it impoffible for an army to fubfiil

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In order to facilitate the execution of 
the attack upon Colberg, meafures muft 
be taken to prevent fuccours being fent 
thither from Stettin. The fureft method 
of doing this would be, to feign an at- 
tack upon Stettin itfelf, or fome other 
important place in the neighbourhood, 
keeping the real intent of the expe- 
dition a profound fecret, with which, 
no perfon but the commander of the 
corps muft be intrufted. As Stettin is 
a fortrefs equally liable with the other 
to a furprife and ftorm, this feint would 
in all probability have the defired efie<S):, 
/ of preventing the commanding officer 

fron^ weakening his garrifon, by fend-- 
ing a reinforcement to Colberg. The 
corps of 12000 men muft, therefore, 
not move at once againft this laft men* 
tior.eJ place, but proceed by forced 
marches to Stargard. 

In the New Marche, on the frontiers 
of Pomerania, a body of 4000 infantry, 

1000 
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looo dragoons, and 200 huflars, muft 
feparate from the maiii corps, and take 
the Ihorteft route by Schiefelbein to Col- 
berg. The reft of the troops proceed to 
Stargard. Of thefe latter 1000 infantry, 
and 200 huifars, will be detached to 
occupy the important poft at Pafskrug, 
between Piritje and Stargard, and part 
of them will be ftationed in the laft 
mentioned tow^n. 3000 infantry, and 
2000 dragoons, will be ftationed be- 
tween Stettin and Colberg, behind the 
rivers Ihne and Rega, occupying all the 
advantageous pofts and paifes, as alfo 
the towns that are enclofed with walls, 
in order to cut off all intercourfe be- 
tween the two fortreffes. The dif- 
ferent pofts muft have a free commu- 
nication, in order to fupport each other 
in cafe of an attack ; and to the end 
that intelligence of an attack may be 
quickly communicated, beacons mufi" 
"b^ erefted on all the convenient fpots.

As Toon as thiey have made themfelves 
m.^e):^ of thefe circumftances, they 
iend written reports by two dragoons to 
the cpmixianding Oeneral of the corps :

In order to prevent the Commandant

Tlie ift column of 100 men goes 
round Pfannfchmiede to the right, and 
pafEng ciofe by the granary, N° 31.

The 3d of 400 men marches ftraight 
up to the gate of the town, and endea- 
vours to force the barrier. 

The 3d of 100 men goes round 
Pfannfchmiede to the left, paffing clofe 
by Saint Nicolas church, and attacks the 
falient angle of the covert-way of the 
hornwork, N° 16. 

Thefe columns mull not fire, noi 
flop to take prifoners, as that will detain 
them, and cannot poffibly be produiSlive 
of any advantage ; but as foon as the 
pallifades are cut down, they muft dalh 
into the covert-way, and bayonet all 
who may attempt to oppofe them.

TJie dragopqs wl;o will have foUowed

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ftreets, cut down all who have arms in 
their hands, or who endeavour to make 
any oppofition, and haften to the other 
gates, and endeavour to open them,^ and 
let down the dravv bridges. 

Second cafe — fuppofing the covert- 
way to be abandoned. 

In that cafe the intent of this attack 
can only be to alarm and confufe the 
garrifon ; for it will then be almoft im- 
poflible to penetrate on this lide, parti- 
cularly if the ice in the ditches is 
broken, and the draw bridges drawn 
up. Thefc troops, therefore, muft be 
expofed as little as poflible to the ene- 
my*s fire ; however, they muft advance 
as near as they can to the gate of the 
town ; but they may in part cover 
themfelves by the houfes and paling, 
a;nd part of them may lay down at the 
foot of the Glacis.

Tliefe troops halt at the tile kilns 
behind Stubenhagen till the appointed 
time of attack. They then march in 
two columns: one of 100 men goes 
through Stubenhagen, and attacks the 
falient angle of the covert-way of the 
baftion; N^ 10 j the other of 300 men 

m^che^ 
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marehes ftraight to the fally port gate. 
They both a6t in either cafe like thofe 
on the Munde fide. If they are fo for- 
tunate as to penetrate into the town^ 
ICO men will take pofl in the baflion^ 
N"* 15 ; 100 men will march diredtly 
to the Munde gate^ and 200 to the 
Lauenburg gate, and endeavour to open 
them. In doing this they muft march 
on the ramparts, and not difperfe in the 
town. 



3d attack — 800 men, befides 50 
volunteers, on the Muhlen fide. 

Four hundred of thefe take poll in 
the fuburb, and make an attack on the 
gate of th^ town, proceeding in either 
cafe like thofe on the Munde fide. The. 
remi^ining 400, together with the fifty 
volunteers and fqme pioneers, muft take 
poft in the Mayl^uhle wood in the even- 
ing : they will have with them ten or 

twelve

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twelve boats, which muft have 
c6Ile<5ted under the pretfext of conftru^- 
ing another bridge over the river.' 
When the appointed time for the attact 
arrives, they crofs the canal called the 
Holtz-Graben, take up the boats again, 
and, pafllng by the Saltworks, proceed 
ftraight to the hay and ftraw magazine; 
mount the Glacis ; cut down the palli- 
fades, and force their way in, which 
will be attended with no difficulty, as 
they will not in all probability meet 
more than 50 of the enemy's troops 
ftationed there.

The volunteers lead, the ^enadiers fol-* 
low. . They mult advance at a quick 
pace, but not run, as by that they would 
exhauft themfelves and get into diforder. 

The volunteers mount the parapet 
without firing a Ihot, and bayonet thofe 
who may oppofe them. 

As foon as the 300 grenadiers have 
crofled the canal, they fupport the vo- 
lunteers if thefe are repulfed ; if not,

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they follow them into the work. As 
the flank of the fmall ravelin, N"" iS.

by the fmall bridge that there is over 
the canal, which feparates this work. 
from the town ; or, fhould this bridge 
be deftroyed, they muft endeavour to

When they have penetrated, into the 
town^ the 450 men march with a quick 
pace, but in perfedl order, to the Lauen- 
burg gate, which, they muft endeavour 
to open* They niuft keep well toge-^ 
ther, in order that they may be able,to 
make a good defence if attacked by the 
garrifon.

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As (boa as the fourth cdlumii has 
eatered the work> N* 17. the thitd ten

Suppofing that the attack of th^ 4th 
column is difcovered, flill it will iiot 
have much to apprehend from the 
cannon fire of the baftion, N** 14. and 
the ravelin, N" 18. as mod of the balls 
will go over the heads of the troops. 
The only thing, therefore j of confe- 
^uenee is^ the direct fire from the work^ 
N* 17. itfelf ; in order to filence Which^ 
they muft ftorm it without hefitation. 

Thb 3d and 4th columns will a<5t in 
the fame manner in either cafe ; but^ 
ihould the covert-way be abandoned^ 
ind the draw bridges drawn up, the iffi

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and 2.d columns will proceed nearly as 
directed in fuch a cafe for thofe on th^ 
Munde fide, carefully avoiding, how- 
ever, the giving any alarm till the attack

The principal objedions that can be 
ftarted againft the probability of fuccefs 
in this enterprife are as follow : 

I • The Commandant may burn the 
fuburbs. 

a. Yhe paflage of the canal, which 
feparates the work, N* 17. from the 
town, may be very difficult. 

With refpe<ft to the firft, this could 

not hinder the execution of the attacks, 

though it might occafion a greater lofs

Should it, howevet, be deftroyed, the 
Officer who leads this attack, if he is 
endued with a good Ihare of abilities 
and courage, will endeavour to effect 
the paffage of the canal by fortie means 
or other, and fay as Prince Eugene did, 
When he was attempting to fiirprife . 
Cremona, and fome perfon advifed him

to retreat in confequraice of an uoex-

If this enterprife fliould fail, no other 
harm will be done, than a few lives 
facrificed. The town muft in fucb a 
cafe l^ cloiely invefted^ and the arrival 
of the heavy artillery w«dted for^ in 
order to undertafke a regular fiege. In 
my opinion the fiege of Colberg would 
be attended wkh iefs difficulty in Ja- 
nuary than in OiSlober, owing to the 
feafon being fa much drier $* and as the^
